Ha  atataa  alao  that  Bmperor  William 
told  him  durlns  the  tntervleiw  that  ha 
xettrded  the  qneatlon  of  Alaaoe-Lor- 
ralne  aa  a  dead  iaaue,  Franea  faiUns  to 
take  up  the  challenge  to  flfht  Oermany 
•when  Oermany  threw  down  tha  saunt* 
let  during  the  Hproccan  orlala  early  la 


^  ^\^  U.  lawoleky,  who  waa  the  Ruaalan 
^Idlnlater  at  Copenhacen  at  the  time  In 
question,  admits  Uiat  he  had  an  Inter- 
view with  Emperor  William  at  Copen- 
hasen  In  July,  190S,  but  declares  that 
he  did  not  express  himself  as  reported 
by  Bmperor  William  In  a  telecram  of 
Auguat  »,  1*0B,  to  the  effeot  that  ahould 
war  oome  and  an  attack  be  made  on 
"the  Baltic  aaa  fey  a  foreign  p«>wer,  tha 
Danes  would  be  likely  to  resHra  them- 
•elves  to  an  ocoupatton  of  Denmark  br 
Oermany  and  Ruasla." 

M.  Iswolaky  reoalls  that  Bmperor 
William  solicited  the  Interview  through 
Baron  Wi.,9fiJfjjin^  Oerman  Mlalater  «t 
Copenhagen,  at  the  end  of  July,  shortly 
after  M.  IsWolsky  had  suceessfuUy  ne- 
gotlAted  with  Denmark  the  passage 
through  the  Oreat  Belt,  adjacent  to  the 
Danish  shore,  of  Admiral  Rolestven* 
sky's  fleet  on  Its  hlstorlo  crulsa  to  tha 
Paolflc  In  the  Russo-JapanesA  war.  and 
■ays  that  In  vlsw  of  the  friendly  way 
Ruaala  had  been  treated  by  Denmark 
he  certainly  would  not  have  considered 
with  the  Bmperor  an  eventual  aggres- 
sion by  Oermany  on  Denmark,  or  any 
military  action  whatever  by  Russia 
against  Danish   neutrality 

"Bmpgror  WUllam'a  address  on  that 
•ubjeot  which  you  have  Just  shown  me 
is  entirely  erroiieoua  on  that  point," 
■aid  M.  Iswolaky.     I  have  a  very  pre- 


cise recollection  of  my  conversation 
with  the  Oerman  Bmperor.  I  waa 
struck  by  the  Insistence  with  which  he 
explained  the  necessity  of  an  alliance 
between  Russia,  Germany  and  France 
against  England. 

VNolaAa  BittUk  Xegeaomr 
"  'The  real  guarantee  of  a  solidly 
eaiabUened  peace,'  the  Bmperor  said,  *ls 
to  be  found  In  the  close  collaboration  of 
the  three  great  oontlnental  powers. 
Buch  an  alliance  would  preclude  Brit- 
ish hegemony  and  assure  the  entire 
world   the   beneflts   of  peace.' 

"  'The  realization  of  that  vast  project 
appears  to  me  absolutely  Impossible.'  I 
replied,  'because  France  would  fiever 
consent  to  enter  .Into  such  an  alliance.' 

"  'Why  wouldn't  she  consentr  Em- 
peror William  asked. 

"'Because  there  is  an  unaettled 
question  between  France  and  Germany,' 
I  replied.  The  question  of  Alsace  and 
Ziorralne.' 

"  'Pardon  me.'  rsjolned  the  Emperorr, 
'bm  that  question  Is  settled.' 

"'Z  don't  undersUnd,   sir,'  said  I. 

"It  is  Indeed  settled,'  said  the  Em- 
peror. 'In  th^  Moroccan  affair  I  threw 
down  the  gauntlet  to  France.  Ffanoe 
refused  to  take  It  up.  She  refused  to 
flght  me.  Consequently,  the  question  of 
Alsace-Lorraine  no  longer  exists  be- 
tween urn.' 

Wottld  Ooapal  Traaa* 
"In  reply  to  doubts  that  I  expressed," 
contlaass  M.  Iswolsky  In  the  interview, 
the  Bmperor  developed  the  Idea  that  It 
was  aisoessary,  so  to  speak,  to  constrain 
France  to  accept  a  Russo-German  alli- 
ance and  t9J»^UtfJjfft^Jf[^\MiJf,or  not. 

U.  Iswolsky  reveals  that  «rl«r  to  that 
meeting  between  Bmperor  William  and 
Emperor  Nicholas,  at  Swindemuende  In 
the  Stunmer  of  1909,  when  they  were 
accompanied  by  Iswolsky  and  Prince 
vOn  Buelow,  then  German  Chancellor, 
Bmperor  Nicholas  broached  the  subject 
Of  the  secret  treaty  declared  to  have 
been  signed  at  BJoerke  In  July,  1906. 
and  expressed  his  Arm  determination 
not  to  consider  the  cancellation  of  it. 
which,  M.  Iswolsky  stated,  was  decided 
on  in  the  Fall  of  1906. 

M.  Iswolsky  says  he  Informed  Prlnoa 
Buelow  that  the  treaty  was  null  and 
void,  and  that  the  Chancellor  made  no 
protest.

Messrs.  H.  S.  Cayjey  and  Hj  Di 
Ruggles  Named  as  Succes- 
sors to  Mr.  Mclnnes  and 
Late  Mr.  S.  D.  Schultz. 


OTTAWA,  Sept.  16.— H.  S.  Cayley  and 
H.  D.  Ruggles  were  appointed  today 
as  senior  and  Junior  county  court 
Judges  for  Vancouver.  The  former  suc- 
ceeds Judge  Mclnnes,  resigned,  and  the 
latter    Judge    Schults.    deceased. 

VANCOUVER.  Sept.  16.— Judge  Hugh 
St.  Quentln  Cayley.  the  new  aenior 
Judge  of  the  Vancouver  County  Court, 
is  a  well  known  practitioner  who  is 
now  In  his  sixtieth  year.  He  was  bom 
in  Toronto  in  November.  1S67.  the  ^pn 
of  the  late  Hon.  WlllUm  Cayley.  Ha 
Is  a  graduate  of  Toronto  University 
and  In  his  younger  days  at  Calgary 
took  an  active  par»  in  i>olltlcal  life,  be- 
ing member  of  the  Territorial  Leglala- 
tlve  Assembly  for  Calgary  for  eight 
years,  from  1S8«  to  1894.  For  a  brief 
time  Judge  Cayley  fllled  the  important 
position  of  premier  of  the  Northwest 
Territories  in  1I9S.  During  his  long 
residence  in  this  provli^ce.  Judge  Cay- 
ley haf  hean  a  consistent  follower  of 
the  fortunes  of  the  Conservative  party, 
and  though  he  has  not  sought  puhllo 
honors,  has  held  offica  in  the  party 
councils. 

Judge  H.  O.  Ruggles,  who  succeeds 
to  the  seat  vacated  through  the  death 
of  Judge  Schultx.  is.  like  his  prede- 
cessor, a  resident  of  the  north  shore. 
Judso  Ruggles  is  a  man  who  has  seeif 
long  service  at  the  bar,  and  has  had 
extensive  magisterial  experience  in  his 
former  capacity  as  police  magistrate  at 
North  Vancouver.

ROME,  Sept.  lK.«-Reportlng  today 
the  situation  along  the  Austro-IUIian 
ffont,  the  War  Offloa  statement  says: 

"There  haa  been  artillery  activity  of 
noticeable  intensity  In  some  sections 
•f  tha  Trenttno  and  Julian  fronts. 
Near  Log,  In  the  northern  sone  of  the 
Balnaissa  plateau,  by  advaaolng  we 
t«otifled  our  line  of  occupation  and 
captured  prisoners.  On  the  Carso  the 
enemy's  lines  of  communication  were 
bombarded  by  our  airmen  with  about 
ihree  tone  of  bombs. 

"In  an  aerial  combat  an  enemy  air- 
plane was  brought  down  in  flames  In 
the  AuBxa  torrent  at  Avsceke.  The 
pilots  were  killed."

WASHINGTON^  Sept.  16.— The  flrat 
complete  detailed  account  of  the  Oer- 
man air  attack  on  American  base  hos- 
pital No.  6.  In  France,  on  the  night  of 
Tuesday,  September  4,  haa  reached  this 
country  in  a  report  from  Major  Oray- 
son  M.  P.  Murphy,  hShd  of  the  Red 
Cross  la  France.

It  was  In  this  attack  that  Lieut. 
William  T.  Pltaaimmons.  of  Kansas 
City,  the  first  Amerioaa  officer  to  give 
his  life  In  t^e  war.  was  killed,  and 
three  other  olBeers,  six  privatea.  a  wo- 
man nurse  and  tt  patlenta  from  tha 
Brltiah  lines,  were  wounded.  Aa 
American  Red  Cross  inspector  returning 
to  Paris  from  the  scene,  told  the  story 
as  follows: 

"Tha  airplane  atUck  occurred  at  11 
o'clock  at  nlsht.  Just  at  ^hat  time.  for. 
tunately.  no  convoy  of  wounded  was  be- 
ing received  or  the  list  of  casualties 
would  have  been  far  greater,  aa  one  of 
the  bombs  fell  Into  the  centre  of  the 
large  reception  tent,  to  which  the  1 
wounded  are  first  borne  for  examlnM- 
tloB.  Ten  seconds  sufficed  for  the  drop- 
ping of  the  bombs  from  the  fast  (lytng 
plane,  and  within  less  than  a  minute 
the  surgeons  of  the  hoepital  were  at 
the  taak  of  collecting  and  attending 
thoee  who  had  be«>n  struck  down.  For 
J4  hours  they  were  at  work  In  the  oper» 
atlng  room,  one  surgeon  relieving  an- 
other when  the  latter,  from  simple  ex- 
haustion, eon.d  work  no  longer.  Aad 
Ihs  very  next  day.  Just  as  If  nothing 
had  happened,  these  ssma  surgeons 
were  called  upon  to  receive  aad  oare 
for  to  wean4ed  sent  In  from  tha 
treaohea  of  the  British  BxpedithMMur 
Force, 

"The  hospital,  whirh  Is  on  the  French 
coast,  has  l.te*  beds  under  eaavas  ia 
a  <|uadraitcto  tH  fe»t  s«uaf«i,  la  in  a 
district  where  there  are  siaillar  taiHI- 
tuthMM  end  anmisUkattle  a*  a  besirttal. 
At  the  lime  the  Oermaa  aviatar  new 
over  it  moat  of  the  svrgtaal  staff  was 
enraged  In  msktag  tha  rsuaga  of  the 
wards.  IMrnU  FftsatsmMna.  however, 
waa  atan«ag  at  the  dsar  flap  of  hto 
taaL     Tl»raii4*^g^ 


of  the  presence  of  a  bombing  airplane 
in  the  neighborhood,  because  a  quarter 
of  a  minute  before  the  aound  of  ex- 
ploding bombs  waa  heard  from  a  point 
perhapa  200  yards  from  the  hospital. 
This  warning  sufficed  to  cause  all 
lights  In  the  tanta  to  be  extinguished 
Immediately,  and  those  who  had  been 
under  fire  before  throw  themselves  face 
down  upon  the  ground. 

"Then  came  five  exploelons  In  rapid 
succession  in  the  hospital  Itself.  The 
first  two  wore  directly  In  front  of 
Lieut.  Fltsslmmons'  tent — he  probably 
never  knew  what  happened  to  him  as 
his  body  waa  torn  to  shreds. 

"The  next  two  fell  a  hundred  feet  be- 
yond In  a  five-marquee  ward  In  which 
there  were  many  patients,  and  the  last 
struck  the  reception  tent 

"Overhead  there  waa  no  sound.  The 
Oerman  aviator  flew  too  high  to  be 
heard,  but  he  left  hia  identity  behind 
him  net  only  In  the  bombe  he  dropped, 
but  in  tile  derlhlve  handful  of  pfennigs 
he  acatteredl  opoa  tlie  hospital  as  he 
whirled  away.  A  number  or  these  were 
found   when  light  came. 

"Although  tha  exploding  bombs  cre- 
ated horror  in  the  hospiui,  there  was 
not  the  smallest  sign  of  panic,  end  the 
work  of  diwMvering  the  wounded  and 
coilaeting  them  was  immediately  t»e- 
gan.  Many  of  the  injured  had  been 
blown  from  their  cots,  some  even  Out- 
s!de  their  tents,  where  th#y  were  found 
taagted  op  in  the  tent  ropes.  The 
Asaertean  nurse  and  a  hospital  orderly, 
althoagh  injured,  refused  to  be  raliaved.' 
aad  raaialaad  at  their  taak.

STOCKHOLM,  Sept.  15.  —  Sweden 
realises  the  seriousness  of  the  situation 
created  by  the  recent  disclosures  at 
Washington  regarding  the  transmission 
of  Oerman  dispatches,  and  expects  to 
take  all  steps  possible  to  put  matters 
right.  Foreign  Minister  LIndman  told 
the  Associated  Press  during  an  infor- 
mal talk.  All  transmission  of  German 
dispatches  had  been  stopped,  he  said, 
and  Oermany  had  been  aaked  for  an  ex- 
plAJD&tloa-ol  the  a-bime  pf  the  privUsge 
formerly  extended. 

Mot  Taksa  Ughtlp 

In  the  course  of  his  discussion  of  the 
affair  with  the  correspondent.  Admiral 
LIndman  brought  out  the  following 
S>olnta:  ^ 

First,  that  the  Swedish  Oovemmeat 
was  not,  as  alleged  In  certain  quarters, 
taking  the  affair  lightly,  but  tfh  the  con- 
trary, realised  fully  the  serious  aspect 
of  the  aituatlon  and  intended  to  do 
everything  possible  to  settle  the  prob- 
lem. "^ 

Second,  that  transmission  of  dis- 
patches on  behalf  of  Germany  had  been 
stopped  abruptly  from  the  moment 
when  the  disclosures  were  brought  to 
the  'Foreign  Minister's  attention,  and 
would  under  no  circumstances  be  re- 
sumed. 

Third,  that  had  the  Swedish  Govern- 
ment had  the  slightest  idea  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  dispatches  which  the  Oer- 
man government  waa  transmitting  the 
messages  would  never  have  been  trans- 
mitted. 

Fourth,  that  strong  representations 
had  been'  addressed  to  the  Oerman  gov- 
ernment on  the  abuse  made  of  thla 
practice,  accompanied  by  a  rsqutat  for 
explanation,  to  which,  however,  no  re- 
ply had  yet  been  received.  Admiral 
I^indmaa,  during  the  entire  convenRtton, 
aeemed  Imbued  with  the  dealre  to  aaa 
the  situation  cleared  up  aad  complete- 
ly on  a  basis  satisfactory  to  the  United 
Statea  and  Sweden,  and  In  a  way  to 
permit  the  continuance  of  tha  most 
friendly.  eordUl  relations  with  the  Am- 
erican Government  and  people. 

'*ro,  begin  with,"  said  the  Foreign 
Minister  In  the  course  of  the  conversa- 
tion. "I  want  to  emphasise  the  fact 
that  we  are  not  taking  this  matter 
easily.  I  depiora  most  sincerely  that  a 
practice  which  waa  exercised  in  abso- 
lute good  faith  has  been  gravely  abiiaed, 
and  we  are  determined  that  the  condi- 
tions which  led  to  thla  result  shall  be 
remedied. 

Viaotlea   Btopped 

"As  soon  as  I  was  Informed  of  Secre- 
tary Lanslnrs  statement  I  Immediately 
gave  orders  to  cease  this  practice.  This 
would  have  been  done  earlier  as  a  mat-, 
ter  of  course,  had  my  attention  bean 
called  to  the  undesirablllty  of  the  prac- 
tice. 

"A  word  from  Mr.  Morris  (the  Am- 
erican Minuter)  or  the  British  Minis- 
ter would  have  sufficed.  But  aa  It  was 
I  had  no  Idea  that  the  practice  was  open 
to  objection  until  the  revelations 
launched  from  Washington." 
-  The  Foreign  Minister  has  as  yet  been 
naable  to  explain  the  exact  circum- 
stances under  which  the  practice  of 
transmitting  messages  in  code  for  Ger- 
many had  come  .into  being,  as  It  was 
an  Inheritance  from  the  administration 
of  his  predecessor.  He  had  ordered  a 
rigid  inveatlgation  within  his  depart- 
ment aa  to  the  origin  of  the  system,  he 
said. 

"I  am  as  yet."  he  continued.  Enable 
to  say  anything  about  the  results  of 
thls^  Investigation,  but  should  like  to 
have  you  point  out  emphatically  that  no 
hum  belonging  to  this  country  having 
knowledge  of  the  contents  of  Count 
Luxburg's  telegrams  would  have  con- 
sented to  transmit  them. 

"This  country  wants  to  malnUin  a 
perfectly  neutral  attitude.  If  blame 
can  be  thrown  upon  us,  it  cannot  be 
for  lack  of  good^  faith  and  sincere  de- 
sire to  preserve  neutrality."

PARIS,  Sept.  15. — ^French  forces,  after 
a  battle  last  night,  ejected  the  Ger- 
mane from  a  greater  part  of  the 
trenches  which  they  had  occupied 
earlier  in  the  day  north  of  Caurleres 
Wood.  In  the  Y'rdun  sector,  the  French 
War  Office  announced  today.  Two  sur- 
prise attacks  launched  by  the  Germane 
north  of  Prosnes.  in  the  Champagne 
region,  were  repulsed  by  the  French. 

The  text  reads:  "In  the  Champagne 
we  repulsed  two  surprise  attaoka  made 
by  the  enemy  north  of  Prosnes.  There 
was  great  activity  of  the  artillery  on 
both  sides  In  the  regions  of  Corlinst 
and  Monte  Blond. 

"In  the  Argonne  an  enemy  attack  on 
our  small  pests  near  Bouretllle  waa 
completely  checked. 

'*On  the  right  bank  of  the  Meuae 
Riyer.  after  a  oomhgt,  we  ejected  the 
enemy  from  the  greater  part  of  tha 
elements  of  trenches  which  hs  had 
panstrated  earlier  In  the  day.  north  of 
Caurleres   Wood.

LONDON.  Sept.  16.— The  Bcltiah 
troopa  last  night  nuide  a  alight  advance 
on  the  Belgian  front  east  of  Westhoek. 
and  improved  their  i>oaltions.  according 
to  the  British  official  statement  issued 
{oday.  A  strong  Oerman  detachment, 
which  attempted  to  regain  the  ground 
captured  by  the  British  earlier  In  the 
day  northeast  of  St.  Jullen,  waa  dls- 
psrsed  by  artillery  flre.  The  text  of 
the   statement   reads: 

"In  the  course  of  the  night  we  Im- 
proved our  positions  slightly  east  of 
Westhoek.  A  strong  party  of  the  enemy 
yesterday  evening  attacked  the  ground 
gained  by  us  during  tha  day  northeaat 
of  St.  Jullen.  As  they  advanced  to 
attack,  the  Oermans  were  caught  in  our 
artillery   l>arrage  and 'were  dispersed. 

"Considerable  activity  continues  to 
be  shown  by  enemy  artillery  north  of 
Langemarek."

BBRLIN,  Sept.  It.— The  test  of  the 
official  statement  follows: 

"Western  Theatre— Array  Group  of 
Crown  Prince  Rupprecht— In  eome  eect- 
ors  of  the  Flanders  front  the  flghtlng 
aoUvity  of  tha  artillery  again  Incraaaed 
in  the  evening.  Drumfire  this  morning 
was  followed  at  At.  Julian  by  a  British 
local  attack,  which  waa  frustrated  by 
a  oounter-atUck.  A  number  of  British 
were  taken  prisoners. 

"Army  Group  of  the  Oerman  Crown 
Prince — At  the  Winterburg,  near  Car- 
onne,  shock  troops  belonging  to  a  Ba- 
den regiment  during  a  reconnoltering 
expedition  brought  prisoners  from  the 
French  trenches. 

"On  the  road  between  8omme-Py  and 
Soualn.  the  French  broke  forward 
agalnat  our  poaitiona  without  any 
artillery  preparation.  Those  of  the 
enemg  who  penetrated  our  positions 
were  driven  out  inunedlately  by  a 
counter-attack.  A  number  of  priaonars 
remained   in  our  hands. 

"On  The  east  bank  of  the  Mouse 
(Verdun),  after  ehort  artillery  prapa- 
ratlcfi.  portions  of  the  battle-tried  Ba- 
den divisions  stormed  the  height  east 
of  the  Chauma  wood.  The  enemy  made 
stubborn  resisUnce.  which  waa  broken 
In  hand-to-hand  fighting.  More  than 
100  prieoners  were  taken.  Tha  aaq- 
gulnary  lossss  of  tha  enemy  ware 
further  increased  becaase  of  their  fruit- 
leaa  eeoator  attaoka." 


PBTROORAD.  Sept.  IB.  —  Premier 
Kereasky.  In  an  order  of  the  day  to  the 
army  and  tha  fleet,  after  stating  that 
Gen.  Komllbft's  revolt  disorganised  tlie 
operatlona  at  tha  front,  orders  tha  aol- 
dlera  to  ceaaa  all  political  disputes  in 
the  army.  wh|oh  must  do  e»-erythlng  in 
ita  power  to  restore  its  fighting  force.

ary movement.

"There  weoe  fusillades  elsewhere  on 
the  front. 

"Caucasus  front  —  Thare  have  been 
fusillades. 

'"On  the  Baltic  Sea.  between  Septem- 
berJI  and  It,  tha  enemy  showed  only 
slight  activity.  During  this  period  at 
various  points  on  the  eaat  coaat  of  tha 
Gulf  of  Riga  enemy  air  aeouts  ap- 
peared. Along  our  coast  at  tha  mouth 
of  the  Gluf  of  Finland  and  tha  mouth 
of  the  Gulf  of  Riga,  enemy  submarines 
were  observed.

Mr.    Mclnnes   reviews    ths   ooursa   of 
the    Borden    aovemment.    to    which    he 
cbarces  many  sins  of  omlsalon  and  com- 
mission, both  in  the  conduct  of  the  war 
and  the  transaction  of  teneral  business. 
To  place  Canada  ahd  the*  Empire  above 
party    interests    should    be   the    aim    of 
the  electorate,  he  says,  by  their  choice 
of  represenutlves   at  the   election   who 
can  be  trusted.    He  does  not  view  It  as 
unfortunate  that  an  election  ahould  be 
held  at  this  time.     Nothing  but  afresh 
mandate  from  the<  people.  In  bis  opinion 
will  produce  a  virile  and  represenUtlve 
Parliament,  and  he  points  to  th«  many 
Provincial     elections     durins     the     last 
threo.  years.      He    has   n«t   seen   foyalty 
.buffer    thereby.     Consultation  .  of     the 
people   Is  only   following  the   tenets   of 
democracy  for  whl6h  this  war  Is  being 
wared. 

OaaserlpMsa 
On     tha  subject     of  conscription     he 
coes  on  to  say: 

"If  conscription  had  been  fairly  ap- 
plied at  the  bevlnninc  of  our  participa- 
tion in  the  war,  to  men,  money,  and  re- 
sources, I  would  have  supported  It.  1 
will  yet  support  conscription  If  It  ever 
becomes  necessary — providing  money 
and  resources  are  properly  conscripted 
with  men  and  providing  the  conscrip- 
tion of  men  Is  on  such  a  basis  that  the 
total  contributions  of  men  from  each 
Province  will  be  made  ratably  equal.  I 
declare  emphatically  that  at  the  present 
time  In  Canada  conscription  of  men  Is 
^t  necessary,  and  furthermore,  that 
the  coercion  of  men  without  conscript- 
ing money  and  resources  and  without 
havlric  regard  to  the  previous  contribu- 
tions of  men  from  each  Province  la  un- 
fair, lopsided,  and  unpatriotic." 

Mr.    Molpnes   proceeds     to  show     at 
great  length  why   compulsion     in     the 
generally,  accepted   sense   is  not   neces- 
sary at  the  present  tima     He  dwells  on 
the   fact   that  during     the     last     three 
years  Canada   has  enlisted     under     the 
voluntary   system    444,000    men.   and   he 
compares  that  with  the  Rmpire'e   army 
which   fought    in    South   Africa.     He   is 
unable    to    reconcile    the   glorious   deeds 
of   valor    performed    by    Canada's    sons, 
with   the  need  to  coerce,   and  suggests 
that  they  do  not  have  to  be  driven  lilce 
a    pack    of    cravens    to    do    their    duty. 
He  challenges  the     reports     from     the 
trenches    that    th^  soldiers    tliere    have 
any  thought  that  Canada  will  not  sup- 
port them.  These  are  unfounded  stories, 
he  says,  fabricated  for\  manifest  pur- 
pose.    He   sees   no   reason   why   Canada 
should  not  follow  the  lead  set  by  Aus- 
tralia where  he  claims  that  the  defeat 
of  the  conscription  measure  has  resulted 
in  a  great  Impetus  to  voluntary  enlist- 
ment.    He  believes  Canada  will  do  llks- 
wise. 

Belay  of  Ssrvisa  MB 

On  the  suddenness  with  which  Sir 
Robert  Borden  announced  that  con- 
scription of  men  was  necessary,  he  asks 
why.  if  there  was  such  a  crying  need  of 
men  at  the  front,  four  months  of 
precious  time  was  allowed  to  pass.  He 
contrasts  the  rapid  pasaage  under 
closure  of  4>llls  of  "uaprecedeotad  bild- 
ness  and  shadlness."  with  their  nefar- 
ious aims,  with  the  leisurely  Journey  of 
the  conscription  measure.  He  asks  why, 
if  the  need  was  so  urgent,  the  same 
tactics  wsre  not  employed  with  the 
Military  Service  Bill;  "Either  this  bin 
was  urgent  or  it  was  not,"  proceeds  Mr. 
Mclnnss.  "If  It  wsS  lot  urgent  the  pub- 
lic has  been  delibarately  deceived.*  He 
reviews  the  history  of  the  three  years 
of  war  and  flays  the  proiUear,  tha  msn 
who  has  enriched  himself  while  the 
country  was  pressed  by  i  fos^at  Its 
gates.  ^ 

He  urges  the  necessity  of  greater  ac- 
tivity In  the  fundamanUl  Industries. 
They  should  be  encouraged  to  the  fall 
limit.     He  concludes: 

"It  Is  an  IndlspuUble  fact  that  wa 
havs  not  to  this  country  that  fervid,  uni- 
form love  of  flag  and  tnstUutlons  that 
Is  essential  In  a  united  virile  nation. 
Canada  baa  been  too  lax,  We  havs 
taken  too  much  for  granted.  In  this 
awful  hour  of  trial  we  And  a  lack  of 
unity  that  Is  deplorabia  TMa  la  a  pooi 
time  for  '  reerlmiaations — tbajr  will 
acblave  nothing— but  It  la  a  good  tlma 
far  earnest  stoek-taklng.  Canada  la  a 
young  glsnt  among  the  nations  of  the 
world,  and  Ita  growth  and  aspiration 
must  not  be  dwarfe4  by  tha  igaoraaoe. 
bigotry  nor  tflsloyalty  of  any  saetlon  or 
sset." 


PEKING,  Sept  IS.— (DeUyed)— Tha 
Minuters  of  tha  BntanU  Powers  at 
Peking  have  advised  the  Chtaaso  For- 
eign Offica  that  thslr  OovammanU  ara 
winiag  to  waive  the  Boxer  Indemnity 
paymsnu  for  flva  years.  Russto  only 
waives  one-third  of  her  vaat  portion  of 
tbs  Indansnlty,  requiring  ths  remaladar 
baeauaa  of  her  flnanelal  straits. 

Tha  Ualted  SUtes,  It  Is  said,  pro- 
bably wUl  ratify  the  action  of  the  Bn- 
ten  to  nations,  but  will  not  waive  Its 
portloiyof  the  Boxer  Indemnity,  wblcli 
Is  neeessary  to  malnUln  the  Chteeas 
atudenta  In  the  United  States. 

The  Entente  countrlea  also  will  grant 
to  China  the  privllsge  of  Increasing  her 
tariff  to  an  sffoetiv*  flva  per  cent, 
which  will  represent  something  like  a 
two  per  «ent  rise.  They  will  concede 
to  cailna  the  rtght  to  send  troops 
through  the  foreign  concessions  at 
TlanUln  If  neeessary.  Ths  Italian  min- 
ister has  withdrawn  his  request  that 
Italy  ba  given  tha  right  to  the  Aus- 
trian ooncess>one  at  Tlentaln. 

Preparations  are  under  way  for  the 
formation  of  a  tariff  commlaslon  oom- 
poasd  of  Chinese  and  representatives  of 
the  Entente  Allies,  to  arrange  a  new 
schedule.  ^ 

President  Feng  Kwo  Chang  and  mem- 
bers of  the, Chinese  cabinet  are  con- 
sidering what  concessions  they  will 
make  to  the  Entente  Allies  In  consider- 
ation for  their -liberality.  It  Is  be- 
lieved in  well-informed  circles  that 
China  probably  will  agree  to  Intern 
Qsrmana  and  Austro-Hungarians,  place 
enemy  ships  in  the  hands  of  the  En- 
tente Allies  for  the  duration  of  ths 
war.  enact  a  higher  tariff  against  the 
Central  Powers  and  offer  laborers  or 
soldiers  if  they  are  desired. 

The  sentiment  In  official  drclao  Is  In 
favor  of  China  Joining  the  Entente 
Governments  in  signing  the  I^ndon 
conference  agreement  against  a  aepar- 
ata  peace  and  ths  Paris  sconomic  com- 
pact. 

Herr  Cordss,  the  Oermsn  manager  at 
Peking  of  the  Deutsche- Aslatlsche 
Bank,  has  been  arrested  by  the  Chlneaa 
on  ths  charge  of  obstructing  the  gov- 
ernment by  destroying  the  recbrds  of 
the  bank.  ,      ,      ._^ 

Dr  A.  Von  Rosthorn,  the  Austro- 
HUngarlan  Minister  to  'China,  the  mem- 
bera  of  the  legation  staff  and  the  Aus- 
trian consuls  have  been  granted  safe 
conducts.  .The  party  will  leave  BhMig- 
hal  for  Holland  by  way  of  San  Fran- 
cisco on  September  IB.

TORONTO,  Sept.  IS.— Commencing 
this  momlna,  ths  Medloal  Board  of  the 
Toronto  mobilisation  centre,  the  arm- 
ories on  University  Street,  will  examine 
all  msn  called  out  In  the  flrst  claaa 
under  ths  Military  Service  Act.  This 
announcement  was  made  by  MaJ.  B,  J. 
Christie,  otHcer  commanding  the  To- 
ronto mobilisation  centre,  last  night, 
after  perusing  the  announcement  of 
the  miliury  ssrvlce  councU  In  the 
evening  papers.  It  Is  believed  this  sets 
the   lead    for   Canada   In    the    operation 

od   the   act. 

Heretofore  the  policy  at  the  mobili- 
sation centre  has  been  to  examine  only 
men  who  would  agree  to  enlist  within 
two  weeks  if  they  were  found  medically 
flt.  Now  all  men  will  be  Uken  In  their 
turn  and  sent  before  the  medical  ex- 
aminers. 

Yesterday  Col.  John  M.  Moss,  of  the 
mUltary  service  council,  said  that  ha 
hoped  the  medical  boards  would  be  sit- 
ting in  Toronto  by  a  week  from  Mon- 
day However,  the  ofllcUls  at  the  mob- 
ilisation centra  are  acting  on  the  proc- 
lamatlon  issued  by  the  military  service 
council.  This  announcement  has  been 
anticipated,  and  the  centre  is  equipped 
to  handle  at  least  4SS  men  a  day,  and 
probably  more.

Altbaugh  praotleally  wlthont  food,  wara 
with  fatlgus  aad  fatot  with  his  wounds, 
ha  asstoted  a  auaber  af  badly  wound- 
ed men  over  difllcult  ground.  Hto  ex- 
traordinary energy  and  Inspiring  ex- 
ample were  tostrumenUl  In  reseutog 
many  wounded  men  who  would  other- 
wise undoubtedly  have  succumbed. 
This  devoted  and  gallant  officer  aubss- 
quently  died  of  bis  wounds. 

"Brigadier-General  Clifford  Coffin- 
When  his  command  was  held  up  la  an 
attack  owing  to  the  heavy  machine  gun 
and  rifle  flre  from  front  and  rtght  flank, 
he  went  forWard  "and  Inspected  his 
front  posts.  Though  under  the  heaviest 
machine  gun  and  rifle  flra,  and  in  full 
▼tow  of  the  enemy,  he  showed  an  utter 
disregard  of  personal  danger,  walking 
'quietly  from  shell-hole  to  shell-hole  and 
cheering  the  men  by  his  presence.  His 
very  gallant  conduct  had  the  greatest 
effect  on  all  ranks,  and  it  was  largely

ample  that  the  shell-hole  line  was  held 
throughout  the  day.  His  calm  courage 
and  cheerfulness  exeroUed  the  greatest 
Influence  over  everyone  with  whom  he 
came  in  coBtaot  It  is  generally  agreed 
that  his  splendid  example  saved  the 
situation  and  that  b«t  for  his  action  the 
line  would  certoinly  have  been  driven 
back. 

"Sergeant  Edward  Cooper,  Rifle  Corps 
— Enemy  machine  guns  from  concrete 
blockhouse  twenty-ftve  yards  away  were 
holding  up  the  advance  of  a  batUMon 
on  his  left,  and  were  also  causing  vary 
heavy  fcasualtles  to  his  own  l»ttallon. 
Sergeant  Cooper  with  four  men  Imme- 
diately rushed  forward  to  ths  block- 
house, although  under  heavy  lire.  At  a 
distance  of  about  100  yards  be  ordered 
his  men  to  He  down  and  flre  at  tha 
blockhouss.  Finding  that  this  did  not 
silencs  ths  machine  guns,  be  Imme- 
diately rushed  forward  straight  at  It 
and  flred  his  revolvSr  Into  the  opening 
In  the  blockhouae.  Tha  raachlna  guns 
and  forty-flve  prtsoners  were  captured 
In  the  blockhouse.  By  this  magniflcent 
act  of  courage  he  undoubtedly  saved 
what  might  have  been  a  serious  check 
to  the  whole  advance,  besides  saving  a 
great  number  of  lives."

Lalumlere's  case,  again  yesterday  re- 
fused to  Ulk  and  was  sent  baok  to 
Jail  by  Judge  Saint  Cyr. 

Tremblay  made  two  confessions,  one 
on  September  5  and  the  other  on  Sap- 
,_tomber  7,  according  to  evidence  given 
yesterday  by  Stenographer  Cusson.  The 
confessions  were  allowed  in  tha  court 
record.  The  scheme,  he  said,  Included 
the  proposed  dynamiting  of  Sir  Robert 
Borden.  Sir  Joaaph  Flavelle.  Sir  Wil- 
liam Mackensie,  Sir  Donald  Mann  and 
General  E.  W.  Wilson,  O.O.C.  of  the 
Montreal  district.  Also  were  mention- 
ed the  names  of  Hon.  Albert  Sevigny, 
Hon.  P.  B.  Blondln,  tha  offices  of  tha 
Gazette,  the  Stor.  La  Pat^le  and  La 
Presse. 

After  the  theft  of  ^he  dynamite 
Tremblay  had  to  carry  the  dynamlU 
and  place  it.  Tremblay  put  the  dyna- 
mlta  three  feet  from  thS  cornar  of 
the  house,  saytag  to  himself:  "That 
won't  make  more  than  a  aolse.  It 
won't  blow  up  tho  house.*  If  the  dyna- 
mite had  been  placed  as  the  others 
wanted,  it  would  have  blown  up  the 
whole   place,"  *a  the  confession  reada.

CANADIAN  HEADQtrARTERS  IN 
PRANCE,  Sept  16.— (By  the  Canadian 
Overseas  Correspondent.) — There  have 
been  no  Infantry  engagements  on  the 
Canadian  front  during  the  past  few 
days.  The  enemy  has  apparently  given 
up  patrolling  in  the  chaos  of  wrecked 
houses  of  which  No  Man's  Land  oon- 
•Ists  on  the  greater  part  of  the  front. 
Retaliation  for  the  recent  projection  of 
gas  into  Lens  was  not  swift,  but  when 
It  came  It  was  vigorous  and  direct 

On  Friday  afternoon  the  German 
trench  mortars  opened  fire  on  our  lines 
to  the  west  of  Lens,  where  the  enemy 
berhaps  believed  our  gas  projectors 
were  located.  After  the  mortars  had 
been  going  for  some  time,  enemy  guns, 
light  and  heavy,  were  turned  loose  on 
this  section  of  the  front  In  response, 
our  artillery  put  a  barrage  on  the  Ger- 
man lino  and  silenced  their  trench  mor- 
tars, but  the  violent  artillery  duel  con- 
tinued for  several  hours. 

I  believe  that  there  has  been  no  con- 
centration of  infantry  there  or  any 
other  Indication  of  an  Intention  to  at- 
taclf.  The  only  reasonable  explanation 
of  the  enemy's  marked  activity  is  that 
his  losses  from  our  gas  attacks  have 
been  so  serious  that,  even  at  great  coet 
in  projectiles,  he  was  determined  to 
search  that  part  of  the  line  from  which 
he  believed  the  attacks  came  in  the 
hops  of  locating  and  destroying  the 
projectors. 

The  situation  of  the  Germans  in  the 
centre  of  Lens,  with  a  vigilant  enemy 
on  high  ground  to  the  nprth  and  south- 
west Is  not  a  hapi»y  one.  The  bombard- 
ment was  renewed  during  the  night, 
when  gas  shells  were  used  by  the  Ger- 
mans, but  this  morning  rain  Is  falling 
heavily   and   all    is   quiet

The  applicant 
for  exemption  la  reqnlred  to  pla^  a 
cross  opposite  tho  ground  on  which  the 
claim  is  made.  His  ease  will  then  go  to 
tho  local  tribunal,  to  which  proof  In 
support  will  bo  Rubmjtted. 

Application  for  exemption  may  he 
made  not  only  by  the  man  himself  but 
by  his  employer  or  a  near  relative.  In 
Oreat  Britain  claims  for  oxempttoii  on 
the  ground  of  a  man  doing  indlaponsable 
In  his  dvll  oeenpatlon  are  generally 
made  by  the  employer,  who  appeals  to 
the  trtbunal  on  Itehalf  of  his  mon.  It  to 
felt  that  stich  a  claim  ran  boot  be  made 
by  the  employer.  In  aoy  event,  a  man 
claiming  essential  ooeiipatlaa  wouH 
need  to  have  tbo  aopport  of  his  em- 
ployer to  his  claim.

not  b*ar  tatefoet.  It  appear*  that  these 
dtatntereeted^men  are  aaxloua  to  aid 
In  carrying  on  tbe  war  whieh  the 
BHtlab  Kmpire  baa  declared  against 
Oermany.  but  that  their  religion  forbids 
them  to  accept  any  proflt  which  directly 
or  Indirectly^  U  derived  from  the  ettn-

This  Is  certainly  a  doctrine  of  such 
delicacy  aa  to  astonish  most  bualneaa 
man  throughout  the  world:  but  the  ex- 
ample given  by  theoe  far  off  prlnoea 
who  deaire  to  aid  their  adopted  ooontry 
even  by  depriving  themselves  of  legl- 
tlmata  revenuea  will  probably  make 
statesmen  and  money  lenders  stop  and 
reflect. 

From  another  point  of  view,  tha  dls- 
Intereatedness  of  these  Hindu  lords 
may  serve  as  a  lesson  to  those  who,  not 
content  with  doing  nothing  tbemaelves 
for  tbe  cause  of  the  Mother  Country 
and  of  humanity,  and  not  aahamed  to 
demonatrate  publicly  their  antipathy  to- 
ward her.

In  these  days,  when  men  and  women 
seek  solace  from  the  greatest  strain 
ever  inflictad  on  humanity,  there  oomea. 
with  a  more  powerful  meaaage  of  hope 
than  ever  In  the  past  and  with  a  sim- 
pliolty  and  plalnneaa  which  are  '■  hall 
marks  of  truthfulness,  the  story  of  the 
Gospels  which  contain  the  only  record 
of  the  Divine  on  earth  of  which  we 
hav*  any  knowledge.  DI4  you  ever 
stndy  the  Qospels  purely  from  a  liter- 
ary standpolntT  There  Is  nothing  qulta 
like  them  in  all  llteraturt.  They  are 
without  heroics,  eulogy,  onoomlums  or 
condemnatlMi.  and  there  Is  no  sympa- 
thetic phraseology.  They  comprise  a 
tale,  told  m  the  simplest  of  possible 
language,  but  pointing  the  grea(«st 
moral,  that  has  ever  been  set  up  for 
the  guidance  of  mankind.

One    writer    has    described    the   story 
of    the    Crucifixion    as    a    triumph    of 
"awful,  quiet  aubjeetlvity."   Throughout 
tha   tale   no    word   of  condemnation   la 
uttered     for     Herod    or     Pilate.      The 
Prieata  and  the  Pharlaeea  are  not  con- 
damned.     In   Luk*.  alone,   la  there  any 
phraaa  which  might  be  considered  ironlo 
when  h*  wrote.  "And  he  r«leaaed  unto 
them  him  that  for  aoditlon  and  murder 
waa   caat   Into   prlaon,   whom   they    had 
dealred;   but  ha  delivered  Jeaus  to  their 
will."     The  Ooapcla  are  collections  of 
fragmentary  reminlaoenoea,  without  co- 
healon.     Their  appeal  Ilea  in   the  com- 
pelling truths  they  tell.    Since  this  war 
commenced    there    has    been '  a    greater 
demand  for  New  Testaments  than  ever 
In    the   past,   and   we   have  It.   on   th* 
authority   of   those   who   have   been    in 
the  trenchea,  that  they  are  widely  read. 
Th*lr  appeal  lie*  In  tha  tact  that  they 
go  to  the  heart  of  thinga  In  language 
that  everyone  can  understand.    The  un- 
varnished  tale   of^the  agony   of   Qetb- 
aemane   etrlkea   a    reaponstve   chord   in 
the  hearta  of  men   who  are  themaelvea 
facing  death.     In  the  very  baldnesa  ef 
the  language,  tha  almplidty  with  which 
aentericea  are  eoastruoted  and  tha  trag- 
edy of  the  theme,  there  are  force,  value, 
emotion  and  auggaatlea.     Small 'wonder 
It    la    that    men    broniht    fac|    to    face 
with    the    realltlea    of    life,    when    con- 
fronted   by    death,   ahould    look    to    tha 
Book  for  the  comfort  it  haa  to  give  In 
tha  lesaon  ef  tha  resurrection  and  the 
immortal  moral  that  in  the  grave  Ilea 
no  victory.

Thare 
are  parallela  In  the  feeling  in  the  Allied 
countries  over  Russia's  fight  for  free- 
dom, but  Ruaala,  too.  like  France,  haa 
replaced  an  ordered.  If  Inlquitoua  re« 
gime,  by  mob  rule.  Thua  the  sympa- 
thy with  which  ao  many  regarded  the 
fall  of  the  Romanoffs  ia  beginning  to 
die  away,  and  In  its  place  a  strong 
feeling  is  arising  that  only  some 
eminently  strong  man  can  save  the 
altuation.  The  condltlona  today  are  far 
graver  than  at  the  time  of  the  French 
Revolution,  becauae  nearly  all  the  world 
,ta  at  war  and  Ruaala  waa  relied  upon 
to  l>e  an  Immense  factor  In  the  atruggle. 
Everyone  sympathises  with  her  fisht 
for  liberty,  but  in  the  process  she  has 
unwittingly  become  a  traitor  to  civil- 
isation. She  ia  purauing  the  path  which 
may  lead  to  the  modern  exposition  of 
CS'apoleon's  "whiff  of  grapeshot"

We  ara  not 
helping  a  far-off,  foreign  country;  we 
ara  In  reality  flghtlng  for  all  civtilsad 
men,  ourselves  Ineludea.  ICven  tbe 
United  SUtss  have  recognised  this,  and 
have  entered  the  war  in  the  spirit  of 
the  old  cnisadern.  Mr.  Bourasaa  kept 
ua  from  thia  noble  attitude  by  repreaa- 
Ing  In  his  own  lAart,  all  Just  and  c«n- 
eroun  sentiment,  ffe  was  the  leader 
best  fltted  to  guide  the  French-Cana- 
dians, hut  he  himself  has  lost  his  way 
In  the  fog  and  although  saving  us  from 
<'harybdi!i.  is  leading  us  into  the  Jaws 
of  Scylls. 

But  the  political  management  of  aa- 
other  country  Is  responsible  for  the 
mentality  of  which  French-Canadians 
have  too  much.  The  suspicions  and 
fears  of  the  religious  element  have  been 
arousod  by  what  has  taken  plaea  in 
France.  France  is  i>aylng  tbe  priee  of 
being  the  country  towards  whlob.  on 
'accouift  of  bar  Ideas  and  passions,  tba 
eyes  of  the  whole  world  are  tamed. 


the  Marne  and  of  the  siege  of  Verdun 
as  well  as  the  silent  resistance  of  the 
trenches  have  shown,  however,  that  the 
real  voice  of  Prance  is  not  frivolous, 
Ths  Frenchman  of  today  Is  a  chevalier 
sans  p«ur  et  sans  reproche  as  well  as 
the  man  of  old. 

The  Conscription  Act  was  inevitable, 
and  yet  our  French-Canadian  members 
rejected  It.  ^nd  what  was  more,  sad 
was  the  echo  which  this  bad  In  tha 
country.  Here  and  there  monster  meet- 
ings, sometimes  called  patriotic,  were 
held  to  solemnly  proclaim  that  our 
young  men  refused  to  participate  In  the 
war.  Some  of  these  were  men  of  In- 
telligence and  culture  and  they  pro- 
claimed themselves  as  worse  than  they 
really  were. 

Opposttloa  rate  Traaee  ta  Wawsg 

They  said  that  they  were  ready  to 
tight,  bnt  here  In  Canada  only,  and  that 
In  the  form  of  dvll  war.  in  reaistance 
to  constituted  authority.  But  we  know 
that  they  are  slandering  Ihemselves; 
we  do  not  believe  that  they  are  cowards, 
and  ws  predict  that  they  wUl  be 
amongst  the  flrnt  to  start  for  the 
front.  Ortain  window-breakera  accom- 
panied them  at  times,  and  not  far  off 
were  the  Insulters  of  women  and  chil- 
dren. 

Older  men  look  on  sadly,  saying  that 
the  law  may  not  be  a  good  one,  but  con- 
vinced that  the  oppoaitlon  to  It  puts 
the  French-Canadians  In  a  dishonorable 
position,  that  they  are  not  doing  the 
generous  thing,  that  they  are  standing 
on  sUiipery  ground  above  a  yawning 
abysa.  Tha  taaults  offered  them  In 
book  or  speech  er  flashing  eye  must  be 
wtped  out.  Tber  cannot  any  longer  re- 
fuss  tha  toll  of  blood.  The  harah  erltl- 
dsm  of  Bnglish-Canadlans.  the  appeal- 
ing look  of  our  Allies  off  there  In 
France,  the  flood  of  abuse  which  Amer- 
icans ars  beginning  to  pour  on  us  can- 
net  be  boras  by  a  proud  race.  Ws 
must  be  true  to  otu-  race,  to  our  tra- 
ditions. We  have  thought  ourselves 
upon  a  pedestal  from  which  we  looked 
down  upon  our  neighbors.  We  csnnot 
practise  a  detached  and  "sacred  selflsh- 
neas;"  ws  must  do  better  then  that — 
we  must  be  more  generous  than  othars. 
We  must  rehabilitate  oursslves.  We 
muBt  lay  befere  public  opinion  deeds 
which  will  have  a  much  clearer  moan- 
ing than  any  excuses  and  explanations 
we  may  offer.

Vew  people  realise  the  amount  of 
work  Involved  In  producing  an  exhibi- 
tion such  as  the  Home  Products  Fair  la 
Intended  to  !«.  One  milestone  In  th* 
work  of  preparation  will  be  passed  at 
>  o'clock  tomorrow  afternoon,  when  tha 
drawing  for  tha  location  of  the  vasioua 
sUnds  will  take  place  at  the  Hudaoa'a 
Bay  Building  In  the  presence  of  th*  «x- 
hlhltors.  Even  In  the  preparation  of 
this  small  detail  there  Is  an  amount  of 
work  required  which  would  astonlah 
the  casual  visitor  to  the  fair  when  It 
1*  In  full   running. 

To  be£ln  right  at  the  start,  someona 
bad  to  take  a  lead  and  suggest  (bat 
the  fair  should  be  repeated.  This  waa 
the  con^lssloner  of  the  Development 
Association.  The  next  step  was  to  get 
togetta^  all*th*  commercial  and  other 
bodies  which  would  be  Interested  to  en- 
dorse the  project:  a  task  requiring 
hours  of  telephoning,  many  letters,  and 
much  conversation  with  prominent  men. 
Then  a  meeting  was  called  to  get  diver- 
gent views  Into  accord,  after  which 
came  th*  taak  of  obuining  a  sultabl* 
building.  Ths  last  was  luckily  rendered 
easy  by  the  courtesy  of'  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company,  which  replied  through 
Commissioner  Burbidge  to  an  inquiry 
as  to  the  possibility  of  using  their 
building  with  great  promptness.  Hav- 
tag  the  site  an  dthe  backing  of  the 
city  manufacturers  and  merchants,  the 
next  step  was  getUng  everyone  satisfied 
a*  to  the  date  of  the  event,  which  waa 
not  as  simple  as  would  be  thought. 
Some  of  the  exhibitors  had  goods  suit- 
able for  display  and  wanted  the  show 
early    while    stocks    were    here,    for   In 

******  <*^TiV  *^  *»"«>  *?  J"*?!*?*  many 
Jlnea,  ag-ths  maCerlali  of  which  they 
are  mad*  are  sometimes  Impossible  to 
get  for  weeks  at  a  time,  others  wanted 
the  show  delayed  for  the  opposite  rea- 
son, they  had  materials  coming  and 
would  not  bo  able  to  ahow  a  full  line 
of  their  proudce  until  they  received  the 
goods.  In  a  few  cases  nrms  approached 
felt  that  they  could  not  "spare  the  time 
of  their  SUIT  to  attend  at  the  fair,  no 
matter  how  good  the  advertisement 
might  be,  and  each  and  all  these  con- 
flicting interests  had  to  be  harmonised. 
How  well  this  has  been  done  may  be 
JuOsed  by  the  fact  that  practically  all 
th«  manufacturers  and  merchants  of 
the  city  win  be  represented.  The  dov- 
ernment  of  the  Province  and  the  Do- 
minion were  approached  as  to  tha  pos- 
albility  of  their  making  a  display,  and 
arrangements  as  to  what  th*y  would 
show  and  where  the  specimens  should 
come  from  had  to  be  made. 

■mit  TronUasoai*  BetaU* 
All  this  was  preliminary  to  the  real 
getting  down  to  work.  The  building 
was  bare,  so  much  so  that  many  would 
have  thought  the  cost  of  making  it  fit 
for  use  would  have  been  prohibitive. 
No  lights,  no  stairs,  no  conveniences,  no 
anything  except  walls  and  a  gaping 
doorway.  A  decorator  had  to  be  called 
In  to  advise  as  to  what  should  be  don* 
to  make  the  place  look  better,  and  this 
called  for  more  committee  meetiogs,  for 
his  suggeaUons  were  expensive,  and 
they  had  to  be  pruned  ruthlessly,  y*t 
without  Impairing  the  scheme  he  pre- 
s«nted  for  making  the  building  look 
well. 

Then  came  the  question  of  lighting. 
All  the  window  spaces  are  boarded  up 
and  lighting  would  have  to  be  artlflcial 
All  the  old  wirtng  had  been  taken  out 
to  conform  With  the  flre  by-laws,  and 
large  sums  of  money  were  needed  If 
the  goods  and  stalls  were  to  look  their 
best.  The  B.  C.  E.  R.  was  called  to 
the  rescue,  and  an  Installation  of  the 
now  famous  "nitrogen'  lamps,  and  a 
temporary  system  of  wiring  have  kept 
the  cost  of  this  Item  within  bounds 
Advertising  and  publicity  were  re- 
quired   from    the    start.

Quietly 
in  operattoii  for  aovoral  years  past,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Miss  Helen  Stew- 
art, who  started  it.  this  elaaa  has  In- 
•tructad  a  nonber  of  th*  arabltleuB 
young  women  of  th*  city  in  a  profaaaicva 
of  which  but  litUe  Is  heard,  but  which 
oSar*  an  all-the-yaar-round  demand  for 
tralnad  minds  and  liands.  Within  th* 
limits  of  Victorians  laatitution.  it  la  ob- 
vloosly  impossible  for  a  larga  number 
of  quallflad  librarian*  to  b*  tum*4  out. 
In  fact  It  w*a..^v«r  atartad  with  that 
objoct.  th*^tr«t  idea  being  to  fill  gap* 
In  the  l^cal  ataff  by  training  aaalstants. 
so  that  there  would  be  qualifled  help 
available  whenever  It  waa  naeded. 

Other  Ilbrarlea  have  for  some  time 
had  eyes  on  the  staff  of  the  Victoria 
Library,  skilled  workers  In  this  Held 
are  rare,  and  offers  to  certain  of  the 
ladies  trained  here  have  drawn  soma  of 
the  ex-students  to  fine  positions  Ip  other 
cities,  while  the  Provincial  Library  has 
on  Its  staff  one  of  the  beat  of  Miss 
Btewart's  pupils  In  the  person  of  MIsa 
Madge  Wolfenden.

Many  of  those  who  started  In  the 
work  here  have  found  It  ao  attractive 
that  they  have  gone  to  some  of  the  Bast- 
em  colleges  to  be  trained  in  the  higher 
branches  of  the  work.

Miss  Margaret  Clay,  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  children's  branch  of  the 
local  library  for  some  time  past,  was  the 
fourth  to  take  up  the  training,  and  as 
she  showed  especial  aptitude  for  the 
children's  branch  of  the  work,  which  Is 
to  a  considerable  extent  a  matter  of 
temperament  and  therefore  rare,  Miss 
'Stewart  recommended  that  she  take  the 
best  Instruction  possible,  so  she  went  to 
Pittsburg  for  a  year,  returning  home  to 
take  up  her  present  wV>rk  In  spite  of 
several  flattering  offers  from  some ,  of 
the  largest  centres  In  the  United  States.

Who  Oppose  Enforcing  By- 
law— Regulations  to  Gome 
Before  Council  Again. 


visions  of  tha  blackhand  thrilled 
through  ofllelals  at  tha  city  hall  ycatw- 
day  momtng  when  this  note  was  open- 
ed.' after  the  rooming  mall  came  in.  and 
passed  gingerly  from  hand  to  band: 

"Mayor  and  Councilman. 

Victoria. 

"May  th*  cura*  of  God  Almighty  fall 
upon  each  one  of  yon  who  hinder*  th* 
axacutlop  of  th*  amok*  and  aawdust 
nuisance  by-law. 

"A  Resident  and  Property  Owner  of 
the  Afflicted  District" 

The  note  was  typewritten  and  every- 
thing that  might  lead  to  the  Idantlflca- 
tlon  of  iU  aource  eliminated.  The 
amateur  detaetlTe*  at  th*  city  hall  of- 
floss  wer*  myaCUtod.  and  declared  that 
the  note  ahould  be  put  under  the  micro- 
scope for  Anger  print  trace*  In  ord*r  to 
ferret  out  the  criminal. 

Aa  Mayor  Todd  waa  in  Seattle  oOlciala 
aoaroely  knew  what  to  do  with  th* 
threat.  Nervously,  they  finally  carried 
It  over  to  one  of  the  atrong  deaks  In 
one  of  the  oflloe*  and  put  It  under  Yal* 
lock  and  key. 

What  Influence  the  threat  Is  to  ^v 
on  determining  the  attitude  of  the  alder- 
men on  curbing  the  einuvla  nuisance 
around  the  upper  part  of  the  harbor 
could  not  be  ascertained.  Few  of  the 
aldermen  dared  to  talk  with  such  a 
curse  dangling  over  their  offlclal  heads. 

The  by-law  banishing  the  effluvia

Lce.-Cpl.  Jack  Ward  Tells 
What  Gifts  From  Home  Are 
Most  Welcome  at  the  Fi-ont 
Plainest  Food  Appreciated. 


Denial  of  the  report  that  Red  Cross 
supplies  are  sold  in  France  is  con- 
tained in  a  letter  received  by  Mrs.  M. 
Ward  from  her  son,  Lce.-Cpl.  Jack 
Ward,  who  left  here  with  the  «8th 
BatUlton  and  Is  now  with  the  Cana- 
dian Railway  Troops.  He  also  given 
some  advice  on  the  kind  of  gifts  the 
boys  out  in  France  especially  appre- 
ciate, which,  is  of  particular  interest 
on  account  of  the  approach  of 
Christmas. 

"I  have  on  several  occasions  «re- 
celved  socks  iMnt  bj'  the  Canadian  Red 
Croso  Society/'  he  writes,  "and  the 
boys-  call  them  'patriotic  Issue.'  «ui 
they  are  so  much  better  than  the  re- 
gular government  issue.  I  have  sev- 
eral times  heard  the  rumor  about  them 
being  sold,  but  as  yet  I  have  never 
found  a  canteen  where  they  sell  socks 
of  any  kind,  except  In  Rngland.  ■  If 
any  returned  soldiers  spread  the  re- 
port. Kngland  was  probably  as  far  as 
they   went.

"I  was  very  pleased  to  receive  your 
parcel  several  days  ago.  Just  at  the 
time  when  our  rations  were  very 
stringent  (tes,  bully  beef  snd  Mscults), 
»o  you  can  guess  It  was  all  the  mors 
appreciated  during  that  time.  We 
have  now  returned  to  normal  rtttions. 
•Ad  I  must  Say  that  a  week  on  'iron 
rations'  get*  pretty  tiresome  and  makes 
a  fellow  appreciate  even  the  plainest  of 
food. 

"Vou  ask  me  what  is  a  good  thing 
to  send  in  parcels.  Well,  anything 
good  to  eat  Is  good,  a  plain  cake  or 
small  cakes  do  not  weigh  as  much  as 
fruit  cake,  so  you  would  b*  able  to 
send  more  for  th*  same  postage:  .or  a 
loaf  of  bread  with  some  butt«r.  Jam  or 
honey,  would  make  a  few  good  late 
suppers.  We  get  our  supper  at  live 
o'clock,  and  It  consists  of  mulllnger 
(stew),  made  without  a  vegetable  In  It, 
and  a  biscuit  or  slice  of  bread,  go  by 
the  time  ten  o'clock  comes  a  fellow 
Is  about  ready  for  another  meal.  Of 
course,  I  Ilk*  candjr  and  chocolate  as 
well  as  ever,  so  that  kind  of  stuff  n«ver 
goes  amiaa." 

Jack  Ward  ha*  two  brothers  now  on 
active  service.  Frank  la  *  second- 
lieutenant  and  Instructor  for  the  Royal 
Flying  Corps  at  Deseronto.  and  Victor 
I*  a  s«cond  operator  at  the  big  naval 
control   station   In   Newcastle.  N.B.    ' 


In  attempting  to  drive  through  a  door- 
way at  the  Woodworkers',  Limited, 
Douglas  Street,  David  Henderson,  7*3 
Topaz  Avenue.  miscalculated  the 
height  of  the  door,  and  before  he  could 
save  himself,  his  head  was  crushed  be- 
tween the  beam  over  the  roadway  and 
the  load  of  lumber  he  was  driving.  He 
was  almost  Instantly  killed.  His  cry 
was  heard  by  workmen  In  the  plant,  but 
when  they  rushed  to  his  aid  he  was 
dead,  his  body  lying  huddled  on  the 
seat  of  the  wagon,  the  upper  portion 
of  his  head   being  badly  crushed. 

No  one  saw  the  accident  occur,  but  It 
Is  surmised  that  as  he  proceeded  to 
drive  through  the  doorway,  instead  of 
bending  forward  so  that  his  head  would 
pass  beneath  the  heavy  beam  stretched 
over  the  roadway,  he  leaned  sideways  and 
downwards,  but  not  far  snough,  with  the 
result  that  his  head  was  caught  be- 
tween the  beam  and  th*  lumber  stacked 
high  upon  the  wagon  he  was  driving, 
and,  as  the  horses  went  forward,  the 
was  caught  as  In  a  vise. 

The  late  Mr.  Henderson  was  engaged 
as  a  teamster  by  Mr.  F.  O.  Hawkins, 
300g  Douglas  Street,  and  was  hauding 
{>  quantity  of  box  shocks  from  the  Cam- 
eron Lumber  Company'a  mill  to  the 
Woodworkers',  Limited.  When  the  ac- 
cident occurred,  the  police  wer*  sum- 
moned, and  Constable  Munro  responding 
in  the  police  patrol,  took  charg«  of  the 
body  until  Dr.  Stanier,  coroner,  reached 
the  place.  The  body  was  later  taken 
to  the  underUking  establishment  ot 
Messrs.    Sand    &    Company. 

The  late  Mr.  Henderson  was  about  57 
years  of  age  and  had  been  a  resident 
of  the  city  for  some  years,  leaves  a 
v'idow  and  family.^ 

It  Is  likely  that  an  Inquest  will  b* 
held    tomorrow.

fare? Thoaa  who  have  spent  a  mid- 
sura  mar  afternAtn  \n  tha  crowd  tha^ 
uau^y  attanda  such  fuaotloaa  <ianna<l 
help  pitying  both  mothers  and  babiea. 
however  greatly  they  may  appreciate 
the  beauty  and  the  aweatness  of  tha 
little  ones. 

In  America  such  exhlbttlona  gre  pop- 
ular, both  north  and  south  of  the  49th 
parallel.  In  England  they  have  been 
more  recently  introduced,  and  this  year 
the  movement  for  tl^e  conservation  of 
chUd  life  bAa  brought  them  into  vogue. 
An  editorial  wrijter  in  the  Hospital,  pub- 
llahed  in  London,  declines  to  follow  the 
prevalent  faahion.  A  long  quotatloa  la 
found  in  the  Literary  Digest,  and  tha 
eritlcfam  ia  worthy  of;  jpi  oarefult  read- 
ing. 

"No  one  queatlons  tha  ^lealrabillty  of 
tha  object,  nor  the  motives  of  those 
wha  minister  to  It.  But  we  think  that 
discretion,  sound  Judgment,  and  good 
taste  can  not  be  detected  In  .  .  .  the 
organisation  of  'baby  ahows.'  In  theae. 
It  would  appear,  mothers  are  invited  to 
conduct  their  offspring  to  some  pubtie 
hall  and  to  su.bmlt  the  Infants  to  a 
scheme  of  claaslflcatioa  baaad  upon^ 
atandards  which,  so  fafr  as  we  know, 
remain  without  dirttaiition.  The  prece- 
dent of  the  cattle  show  is  closely  fol- 
lowed. Public  aanounoeoMnta  herald 
the  event,  and  the  local  celebrities  con- 
tribute their  patronage.  Judges  are  ap- 
pointed, and  proceed  to  value  the  'ex- 
hibits' in  an  atmosphere  throbbing  with 
the  expectations  of  the  exhibitors. 
Whether  naterwil  tealtmony  to  char- 
acter is  admitted  we  do  not  know. 
Finally  come  tha  fixing  of  the  labels  and 
the  attachment  of  the  ribbons.  Then 
the  ahow  is  over,  and  the  neighboring 
streeta  witneaa  the  decorated  Infanta  led 
home  by  proud  mothers,  Juat  as  after 
kindred  events  they  witness  champion 
stallions  and  prise  puppies  blazing  with 
trophies. 

"What  special  part  in  the  promotion 
of  Infant  welfare  'shows'  of  this  order 
are  auppesed  to  play  we  can  not  gueas. 
The  most  conapicuous  feature  of  the 
performance,  to  our  view,  la  its  essen- 
tial vulgai'ity.  and  next  we  should  place 
its  capacity  for  the  encouragement  and 
promotion  of  valgarity.  Maternal  self- 
respect,  reaevvo  and  dignity  and  deli- 
cacy of,  mind,  are,  after  all,  not  unln- 
portant  aualitlos  IB  the  rearing  and, 
training  of  children.  'Baby  shows'  will 
hardly  contribute  to  their  growth.  Our 
contention,  indeed,  is  that  such  cxhVbi- 
tloMs  will  move  to  ^uite  opposite  ends. 
It  Is  becauae  of  this,  and  becauae  of 
the  publie  estimation  of  Infanta  like  so 
many  competitive  cattle,  that  we  aay 
these  methods  must  exerciae  a  vulgar 
and  debasing   tendency. 

"There  is  another  feature  of  the  per- 
formance which  justifies  criticism.  We 
refer  to  tlta  large  element  of  pretense 
and  unreality  which  must  in  the  nature 
ef  thlnga  characteriM  the  awards  of 
the  'Judges.'  By  what  precise  standards 
can  any  one  appralae  the  comparative 
valtMs  of  the  individuals  in  a  group  of 
healthy  babies?     The  pretense  ^o  do  ao 


Qn»  of  the  taaohara  In  the  Winni- 
peg institutiaa  la  her  daughter,  aad  It 
la  partly  Jea  account  ef  har  afltltctta>n 
that  Mrs.  Jeafctaa  haa  alwaya  mt  a 
aaep  sympathy  wdth  tboae  wh«  are  de- 
palved  of  tha  aaase  ot  hearing.  She 
haa  used  her  Influenoe  Ib^i^vant  any 
child  in  this  Province  who  la  deaf  and 
dumb  from  growing  up  without  an  edu- 
cation wihloh  wtU  enable  him  or  her 
t«  tana  a  lilvellhood.

While  the  number  of  pupils  wan  very 
ams^J,  it  would"  have  been  difficult  to 
taacb  them  at  home.  It  la  now  felt 
that  tha  Province  ahould  provide  for  the 
education  and  the  training  of  deaf 
moAea,  The  long  separation  prevents 
■sathera  from  sending  their  ohildrea 
away  at  aa  early  an  age  as  is  desirali^f^ 
airs.  Jenkina.  like  ethers,  believes  Iha^ 
a  clbtnge  should  be  made.  Had  It  not 
been  for  the  war  It  la  probably  thla 
Pravlaca  would  before  this  have  pro- 
vided a  sehool  both  for  children  who 
caaaot  hear  and  for  those  who  cannot 
m»».  When  peace  returns  It  la  hoped  it 
wlU  no  longer  be  necessary  to  send 
these  chlldrea  away  ta  prepare  for  their 
llfe'a   work.

Nature  has  prepared  a  punlahpient 
for  the  neglect  of  the  old  orchards  and 
trees  of  this  city.  It  is  reported  that 
poplar  trees  are  Infeated  by  a  yellow 
caterpillar  which  devours  the  leaves. 
Where  the  Insects  came  from  is  pot 
known,  but  it  is  supposed  they  were 
nouriahed  in  the  undergrowth  that  la 
seen  in  many  old  orehards.  It  is  feared 
that  when  the  poplars  are  atripped  the 
successors  of  these  pests  will  And  yet 
more  valuable  food.  These  old  poplar 
trees,  however,  are  greatly  valued  by 
repldents,  for  whom  they  have  many 
aasoclatlons. 

It  Is  time  the  matter  of  neglaotad 
orchards  was  taken  up  by  thoae  whose 
Interest  and  duty  It  la  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  Insect  pests.  In  the  neighbor- 
hood  of  fine  orchards,  whosa  owners 
are  forced  to  exercise  the  greatest 
vigilance  to  keep  their  trees  bMltby, 
the  nests  of  the  tent  catarpiliars.  made 
In  April  or  May,  are  still  to  be  seen 
by  those  who  stiU  love  a  walk. 

Not  only  laaeof  but  plant  pasts  are 
allowed  to  flonrlsh  unmolested.  A  few 
years  ago  a  botanist,  visiting  Victoria, 
described  as  a  rare  and  intcreating 
plant  that  which  is  called,  colloquially, 
wild  lettuce.  He  had,'  he  said,  obaerved 
apecimens  near  the  Parliament  Build- 
ings and  watched  fhem  turning  their 
leaves  to  tha  sun.  Today  the  weed  la 
Impov^lahlng  the  soil  of  every  uncuh 
thrated  lot  in  town.  Along  many  streets 
these  €leptember  days  its  little  yellow 
blossoms  succeeded  by  tiny  globes  af 
down  may  be  aeen,  and  t\*ry  brease 
that   blows  scattera   the  aeeds  far  dnd 

wide. -: . 

If  the  children  of  the  aehaala  mw 
enlisted  by  the  civic  authorities  to  help 
in  the  eradication  of  these  and  other 
weeda,  our  atrceta  would  be  tidier  and 
gardeners  as  well  as  the  keepers  of 
parks,  and  boulevards,  would  ba  apared 
annoyance  and  lota.

Miss  Mar- 
Jorle  Letmln*  Ii«s  eeme  into  possession 
of  the  C.  B.  Pooley  eup  for  girls,  havlnr 
tuallfled  by  holding  the  ohamplonship 
for  three  years  In  succession.  J.  Wrivht, 
of  the  Unl'Aralty  School,  won  the  B.C. 
championship  for  boys  through  eonsis- 
tently  good  tenitis,  and  In  the  special 
event,  the  playing  off  the  finals  of  the 
veterans  'stngles^or  the  B.  C.  champion- 
ship, post(>oned  from  the  Bed  Cross 
tournament,  Mr.  W.  It.

Instead  of  contents  l>oarda  they  ,car> 
rled  linen  bannerettes  Inscribed  "War  la 
Murder,"  "Give  us  back  our  Brothers." 
"Give  us  back  our  Sona,"  'The  Man  in 
the  Trenches  Long  for  Paaea."  and  "Stop 
this  Capitalist  War."  A  middls-agad 
man  seised  one  of  the  twnnera  and  waa 
Immediately  pounced  on  by  three yr  four 
of  the  processionists,  ona  oC  whom  ap- 
peared to  be  about  14  years  of  aga 
"Coward!"  they  yellad  la  eborda. 

"I've  four  sons  In  the  tranebas,"  the 
man  retorted.  "aYid  I'm  going  to  tear 
the  thing  up."  In  the  middle  of  tha 
struggle,  which  the  police  wltnoaaod  but 
did  not  attempt  to  stop,  Mr.  Ben  Tlllett 
arrived  and  taking  the  wrathful  arguer 
by  the  arm,  led  him  away. 
,  Some  (^aadian  soldiers  were  moved 
to  forcible  language  by  the  "Soldiers  In 
the  Trenches  Long  for  Peace''  legaad. 
and  ahouted.  "It'a  a  lie!"  while  another 
addressiag  a  policeman,  asked  If  It  were 
not  poaalbla  to  stop  such  a  disgraooful 
display.  "I've  come  nearly  4,99t  agles 
to  fight  for  this  ooontry."  said  the  ^lan 
with  heat  "and  here,  ontalde  tha  Houses 
of  Parliament,  I  find  thie  sort  of  thing 
going  on. "

Before  I  go  on  to  New  Brunswielc,  I 
want  to  refer  to  one  of  Nova  Sootia's 
distinguished   sons   whom   I   omitted   to 
refer  to  In  a  former  article  dealing  with 
notable*  of  Nova  Scotia.     The  late  Sir 
John  Oeorge  Bourlnot  was  born  and  re- 
ceived hi*  preliminary  training    in  that 
province,   but   finished   a   brilliant   aca- 
demic course  at  Trinity  University.

'Although  not  tha 
authority  in  the  British  Colombia  L«g- 
lalatura.  May  long  ago  being  adopted, 
he   la   frequently  referred   to.     In    fact 
parliamentary    procedure   haa    now    be- 
come   so    well    eetabllahed    by    precept 
and   precedent  being  heaped  on  precept 
and  precedent  that  uaage  la  practically 
uniform  throughout  the  Empire.     In  ad- 
dition to  hia  place  aa  Indicated,  he  waa 
a    tireless    delver    Into    the    aonrces    of 
Canadian  hiatory   and  wrote  .  quite   ex- 
tensively on  those  lines.

It 
waa  as  honorary  aecrctary  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Car.ada.  which  has  done  an 
immense  amonnt  of  sclentiflc  and  hla- 
torical    work,    that    I    flrat    came    into 
eomnnnleation  with  him.    I  started  one 
of   the    first   looal   histiirical    societiea, 
now  ao  general   In  Canada,  over  thirty 
yeara  ago.  and  onr  aociety  became  af- 
llllated.  Ad  the  warm  frlendahlp  which 
waa    then    establlahed    and    which    con- 
ttaiied  for  yearn  I  treasure  very  highly. 
Tkeaa  who  liave  seen  the  late  Sir  John 
Oeorge  in   the   House  of  Commona.   to 
which    he    waa    gaide.    philosopher   and 
friand,   wHl  werer   farget   the  dignited 
flgare  and  the  kindly,  intellectual  faca.

The   members  of   the   flrst  council  of 
the  first  government  of  New  Brunswick 
were,  we  arj  told,  all  men  of  merit, -and 
there  are  names  among  them  which  we 
still   recognise:      Putnam.    Ludlow,    Al- 
len, Haxen,  Odell,  Studholme.   VVinslow, 
Bliss,    Upham,    Beverley    Robinson,      If . 
you   do   not   recognise   them    In   current 
annals    you    will    in   American    Colonial 
history.      In    the      Atlantic      Provinces, 
Winter    tells    us    Joseph    Howe,    Lemuel 
Allan   Wllmot,   and   Charles    Fisher   are 
regrarded  aa  pioneers  of  responsible  gov- 
ernment,-but  Olennie,  James  Olennle — 
Scotch,    of    course — was   an    ardent    re- 
former   before    these    men    were    born. 
Olennle   entered   the  Assembly  In    1791, 
and  a  full  half  century  before  his  tima. 
L.  A.  Wllmot,  to  whom  1   have  already 
referred,   was  a  lawyer  of  loyalist  an- 
cestry.     He    was   very   eloquent  and   In 
parliamentary    tactics    and    debate    was 
masterly.     Other  able  men  of  his  time 
were  James   Brown,  Oeorge   Hill,   10.  B. 
Chandler,  and  Daniel  li.  Hannlngton. 
A  Ooauaoa  Oanae 
Tou  have  all  read  more  or  less  Cana- 
dian   history,    and    you    will    remember 
that  In  Ontario,  Quebec,  New  Brunswick, 
and    In    Prince    Rdward    Island,    all    of 
which    were   ^own    Colonies    with    sep- 
arate   Qo^rnors,      with      an    executive 
council.     Their  Oovernors  and  councils 
were   not   as  a  rule   In   touch   with   the 
people,  and   there  very  early  developed 
an  agitation   In   each  Colony  'about   the 
same    time    for    popular    representation 
and  responsible  government.     The  lead- 
ers were  Howe,  In  Nova  Scotia.  Wllmot 
and  Fisher  In  New  Brunswick,  Paplneau 
and  LAFontalne  In  Quefiec,  Baldwin  and 
Brown    In    Ontario.      In   Prince    Edward 
it    was,    however,    principally    the    land 
question — absent  landowners — that   wa* 
the    subject    of    agi^tation.      In    Ontario 
and   Quebec   it  had  a   climax   In   rebel- 
lion,   in   Ontario   led    by    William  'Lyon 
Mackenslj  and   In  Quebec  by  Paplneau, 
Although  In  thoee  days  there  was  little 
communication  among   the  several  Col- 
onies,   reports  of  speeches  and   writing 
filtered  into  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try   anf    the    leaders    stimulated    each 
other   and    to   a    large   extent    followed 
the  methods  of  each  other.     It  was  this 
period  of  stress  and  agitation  that  pro- 
duced  so    many    earnest   and    able    men 
of   inflexible   metal,   a    period    that   will 
probably    never    be    duplicated     In    our 
history  for  the  high  character  and   In- 
tellectual calibre  of  its  public  men. 
She  San.  »a*ar  MMahaU 
I  dealt  in  a  former  article  with  Sir 
Leonard  TlUey  as  a  counterpart  of  Sir 
Charlea  Tupper  so  far  aa  New   Bruna- 
wick    and    Nova    Scotia    are    concerned. 
The    other    big    political    men    of    more 
recent  years  were   the  Hon.   Peter  Mit- 
chell. Sir  Albert  J.   Smith,   the  Hon.  J. 
H.  Oray,  who  was  subsequently  a  judge 
of   the    Supreme    Court   of    British    Co- 
lumbia, and  the  late  A.  O.  Blair,  and  I 
ahall  deal  with  those  in  the  order  men- 
tioned. 

At  this  late  date  there  are  ¥ery  few 
who  understand  and  appreciate  tlM  abil- 
ity of  the  Ute  Peter  Mitchell  or  the 
place  which  he  took  in  his  own  province 
prior  to  Confederation.  Like  some  other 
men.  Wm.  Macdougall,  Sir  A.  T.  Oalt. 
and  others,  who  were  rather  Indepen- 
dent of  thought  they  did  not  thrive  un- 
der the  rule  of  party  discipline,  which 
Sir  John  Macdonald  found  necessary  to 
establish  his  own  rule  and  carry  out 
his  own  policies.  In  this  connection  I 
shall  quote  from  Hammond's  recant 
book  on  Confederation.  "Patar  Mit- 
chell." he  aaya.  "divides  with  Tltlay 
tha  honor  of  luring  timid  New  Bmaa- 
wlck  into  the  path  of  Confederation. 
Later,  he  aaaisted  in  breaking  the  lead' 
Ing  atriaga  with  which  the  Mother 
Country  sought  to  guide  the  young  Do- 
ralnioft.  and  to  exereiae  too  great  control 
OTvr  bar  naturmi  raaaaree*.  For  th^^ 
dutlea  he  paaaaaaad  qualltlea  of  stab- 
bomaaaa  and  daah  which  differed  from 
tlie  character  of  Tilley.  Mitchell  waa 
a  etreng.  dominating  character,  rough 
and  ready,  and  not  mod #r* led  by  defer, 
ewce.  Til  ley  waa  of  a  flner  mould,  gen- 
tlemanly and  cowrtaous.

with  business^,  politics  and  the  enjoy- 
ment of  life.  His  resolute  character 
made  ^im  a-'  force  in  any  environment. 
but  he  did  ijot  accomplish  the  work  or 
reap  the  honors  that  his  abilities  war- 
ranted. Though  counted  by  contempor- 
aries an  abler  man  than  Tllley,  he  had 
less  sta4>illty,  and  therefore  leaa  uae- 
fulneaa  in  an  era  of  great  iaaua*  and 
great  men.  Tilley  was  a  gentle  and 
loyal  colleague  of  Sir  John  A.  Mac- 
donald; Mitchell  was  headstrong,  quar- 
relled with  Sir  John,  and  naturally 
fell  by  the  waVhIde."  There  could 
»f  arcely  be  a  better  appral^ment  of  the 
man  or  a  fairer  comparison  with  his 
contemporary   Sir   t.eonard. 

A  Uharal  ronadatlon 

It  is  A  curious  fact  that  nearly  every 
man  In  Canada  who  has  achieved  promi- 
nence In  the  political  world  started  out 
AH  a  Liberal,  and  In  nearly  every  In- 
stance he  became  associated  with  Sir 
John  Macdonald.  and  has  become  class- 
ed as  a  Liberal-Conservative.  Mitchell 
was  one  of  these,  although  as  already 
stated  he  quarrelled  with  Sir  John  In 
the  end,  and  politically  came  to  be 
known  In  Canadian  politics  as  "the 
third  party,"  a  distinction  of  which  I 
have  reason  to  believe  he  was  proud.  It 
was  not  a  profitable  distinction  from  a 
financial  point  of  view,  the  exigencies 
>f  later  years  causing  him  to  seek  a 
posiUon  from  both  Conservative  and 
Liberal  governments.  He  was  made  In- 
specter  of  Fisheries  for  the  four  lower 
provinces  in  1897,  but  only  survived  his 
appointment  by  two  years.  THi  was 
a  position  he  could  have  filled  with 
great  acceptahcy,  had  not  age  and  ill* 
nesH  Intervened.  It  was  as  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries  In  the  Domin- 
ion Cabinet  that  he  made  his  mark  as 
a  statesman.  He  was  probably  the 
ablest  of  the  ministers  who  filled  that 
post,  and  while  from  a  political  point 
of  view  It  waa  a  minor  post  he  made 
the  ofTlce  great  by  hia  adminiatratlon. 

Mitchell  wss  born  in  J 824.  Ha  waa 
early  In  politics,  making  his  first  speech 
at  the  age  of  1*.  Though  educated  for 
the  bar,  and  called  in  1848,  he  waa  aa- 
soclated  more  with  business  ttian  with 
law.  As  one  of  the  leading  factors  in 
Confederation  to  him  along  with  Sir 
Leonard  Tilley  is  due  the  bringing  In 
of  New  Brunawick.  and  aa  Premier  of 


^few  Brunswick  at  tha  time  of  Union, 
the  choice  of  Sir  Leonard  Tilley  Inatead 
of  himaelf  aa  a  colleague  of  Sir  John 
and  practically  aa  reyreaentative  of  tha 
province,  sowed  the  seeds  of  discord 
which  eventually  severed  him  from  the 
Conservative  leader.  Incidentally.  Mit- 
chell drifted  into  Journaliam,  acquiring 
The  Montreal  Herald  in  1886,  in  the 
editorial  management  of  which  however 
he  took\  little  part.  Taking  all  things 
Into  consideration,  Mitchell  waa  one  of 
the  tragedies  of  Canadian  polttlcs,  and 
there  are  not  a  few.

arary  comer  of  Ireland. 

The  principle  for  which  Sir  Horace 
haa  conalatantly  atood  is  tba(  there  la 
little  England  can  do  for. Ireland  eom- 
parad  with  all  that  Ireland  might  and 
ahauld  do  for  haraelf.  Preah  from  his 
Wyoming  ranch,  he  saw,  more  than  26 
years  ago,  that  the  Irish  problem  In  its 
economic  aspects  was  mainly  agi'lcul- 
tiiral,  and  that  the  associative  qualities 
of  the  Iriah  people  could  be  turned  to 
account  In  the  work  of  agricultural  co- 
operation. From  that  fertilising  Idea 
haa  sHrtrtig  not  only  the  whole  of  the 
Irish  cooperative  movemant,  but  muoh 
else  besides.  The  Iriah  Agricultural 
Organisation  Society — the  I.  A.  O.  S.  of 
popular  parlance — embracea  today  over 
900  societies,  comprising  a  membership 
of  IQO.OOO  farnvers;  and  co-operation  la 
no#  accepted  as  a  4xed  and  Intogral 
phrt  of  Iraland'a  rurgl  economy.  That 
could  only  have  been  achieved  by  a 
mah  of  Sir  Ilorade'a  faith,  neraiatence. 
means,  and  originality;  aad  such  man. 
rare  anywhara,  ara  rarest  of  all  In 
Ireland.

Tha  value  of  the  co-oparattva  move* 
ment  la  to  be  aought  not  only  In  the 
increaaad  income,  the  bualness  training, 
and  the  confidence  in  himaalf  and  his 
nelghbora  that  it  haa  brought  to  the 
Iriah  paaaant.  :it  waa  tha  first  move- 
ment to  aoggaat  to  the  Iriah  mind  that 
work  could  achieve  what  agitation  and 
politico  could  not.  Tha  thouaanda  of 
non-party  and  non-aectarian  fheetinga 
that  have  bean  held  In  connection  with 
It  haVa  brought  Iriahmaa  together  who 
pravioualy  had  hardly  auapeeted  they 
had  an  idea  or  aa  intereat  In  common. 
It  haa  placed  Ireland  far  ahead  of  the 
Britlah  Isles  in  the  organisation  of  agrl- 
cultural  bualnaaa,  and  It  auppliad  Mr. 
Booaavelt,  an  old  friend  of  Sir  Horace'a, 
with  tha  Inaplration  for  his  Country 
Life  Commisalon.  perhaps  the  moat  far- 
reaching  and  permanently  .beneflolal  of 
all  hia  many  enterrrlaaa.  His  long  con- 
nection with  the  United  Sutea.  where 
he  knowa  and  la  known  to  every  one  of 
Importance,  and  the  fame  of  hla  work 
In  Ireland  have  made  Sir  Horace  almoat 
involuntarily  one  of  tba  leadera  of  Am- 
erican  rural  progress. 

The  aiMoaaa  of  the  co-operative  move- 
ment  and  tha  aplrit  of  aalf-help  it  waa 
founded  on  and  foatared  lad  directly  to 
the  famoua  Receas  Committee.  Sir  Hor- 
ace long  ago  evolved  the  formula  of 
"better  farming,  bettor  bualness.  better 
living,"  as  a  nummary  of  the  needs  of 


rural  Ireland.  •  Co-operation  Ig  mainly 
concerned  with  the  problems  of  "bet- 
ter buainesa."  To  aecure  batter  farming 
it  waa^aaaential  that  State  aid  ahould 
be  brought  In  to  aupplamant,  but  not 
to  aupplant,  voluntary  effort;  and  Sir 
Horace,  in  IStB,  took  tha  flrat  atop  to 
thIa  end  by  aummoning  man  of  all 
vnivwvf  VI  evue,  mieieeie,  luuuairies  ano^ 
partlea,  to  conaider  how  beat  the  Qov- 
amment  could  promoto.thO:  develapmaai 
of  Ireland'a  agricultural  and  induatrlal 
reaourcea.  The  Receaa  Committee  was 
perhaps  the  flrat  occaalon  on  which  the 
leadera  of  Irish  polities  and  of  Irish  ln> 
duatry  had  come  together  for  a  eoa- 
Btructlva  purpoaa. 

Its  outcome  waa  aa  remarkable  ttm  Ita 
origin  and  tta  compoaltlon.  ft  ^reaantad 
a  unanimoua  report;  the  report  waa 
acted  upon  by  Mr.  Oarald  Balfour;  and 
in  18t»  the  Department  of  A^loultura! 
and  Technical  Inatruetion  becjjune  a  Tf- 
allty,  with  Sir  Horace 'Plunkett  aa  Ita 
flrat  working  head.     Mot  only  had  he

done  more  than  anyone  elae  to  bring 
Into  existence  and  to  shape  ito  eonatl- 
tutlon.  but  for  nearly  eight  years  he 
admlnlatared  It  with  a  seal  and  sym- 
pathy and  an  utter  contempt  for  "pol- 
Itlca"  that  marked  a  atarUingly  new 
ara  In  Iriah  gOTammaat  It  became,  lUi- 
der  hla  guidance,  tha  one  radtating  cen- 
tre In  the  vaat  oireumferenca  of  Iriah 
ofllcialdom  of  aound  eoonomlo  thought 
and  practice. 

It  muat  ba  a  daoada  at  leaat  alnce  Sir 
Horace  atood  on  a  political  platform 
or  could  aafely  be  identified  with  any 
party.  But  hia  mind  and  pen  have 
never  ceaaed  to  occupy  themselves  with 
the  innumerable  problems  of  Irish  life, 
and  the  spirit  in  which  he  haa  approach- 
ed them  haa  Invariably  been  the  aplrit 
which  can  alone  make  the  Convention 
a  auceesa— -the  rational  aplrit,  the  recon- 
ciling aplrit,  tha  spirit  of  a  man  who 
haa  achieTad  In  htmaalf  that  aynthesis 
of  the  practical  and  the  Ideal  towards- 
which,  one  hopea,  all  Ireland  la  slowly 
moving.

AMSTERDAM.  Sept  1«.— A  decree 
published  at  Lublin  and  Warsaw  on 
September'  12  transfers  the  supreme 
authority  In  Poland  to  a  resency  coun- 
cil of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
monarchs  of  the  occupylns  powers,  says 
a  Vienna  messase  today.  All  the  de- 
crees 6t  the  council  must  be  oounter- 
sisned  by  a  reeponslble  premier.  The 
legislative  power  Is  to  be  exercised  by 
the  council.

"Owlns  to  the  hard  war  times,  it  has 
not  been  possible  for  a  Polish  kins,  as 
bearer  of  the  old,  hononkble  and  slor- 
lous  orown  of  th^  Jasollons,  asaln  to 
onter  tho  country's  capital,  and  for  the 
paople's  representatives  founded  on 
democratic  principles,  to  meet  at  War- 
saw.  But  now,  accordins  to  the  wishes 
of  the  nation,  tho  oicanlsations  of  the 
Polish  state  will  bs  created  and  en- 
dowed with  leslelatlve  and  executive 
power."

Lord  Deeboroufb  delivered  an  Inter- 
eetlng  addreaa  at  the  K««r  Coiinty  Hall. 
WeetmlneteJ*.  In  connection  with  the  Na- 
tional Welfare  and  Koonotny  Kxhlbltloa, 
on  "Freeh-Water  Fleh."  He  remarked 
that  aome  years'  ago,  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  when  the  auppHee  of  a  party 
of  which  he  was  one.  ran  short,  they 
lived  entirely  on  freah-water  flah  for  a 
week — Rocky  Mountain  trout.  In  hla 
experience  It  waa  not  the  yreatevt  eat' 
era  who  were  the  greatest  athletes,  and 
he  did  not  think  the  greatent  eatera  were 
the  greatest  thinkers.  At  the  preaent 
time  many  of  them  had  had  to  change 
their  courae  of  living,  and  he  believed 
they  were  a  great  deal  better  for  lt> 
(Hear,  hear.)  They  did  not  get  the  beat 
work  out  of  the  people  who  ate  most. 
He  thought  the  contrary  was  the  caae. 

Some  time  ago,  n  committee,  of  which 
he  was  chairman,  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fiaherlea  to 
report  en  the  freah-water  flah  In  thla 
country.  They  found  out  a  number  of 
Interesting  facta,  aome  of  whleh  related 
to  cooking,  which  waa  lmp9rtant.  and 
It  waa  hoped  to  (aaue.  at  a  amall  coat, 
about  200  reclpea.  giving  information  oa 
that  aubject.  The  food  value  of  freak- 
water  flsh  and  that  of  aea-flah  waa  about 
the  same.  That  of  the  eel  waa  very 
high.  The  food  value  of  a  pound  of- eel 
waa  conalderably  more  than  that  of  a 
loin  of  beef.  Kels  therefore  had  a  po- 
tential value  in  the  food  supply  of  tha 
country.  But  it  was  a  matter  for  regret 
that  fresh  water  flsh  was  net  used  as  a 
food  as  much  aa  It  might  be.

J.  llOiMt  gave  the  following  Intereatlng 
information:    "In  1S7<  a  gold  bar  welgb-, 
Ing  nearly  '^00  ouaeee.  and  of  a  value  of 
niorb    than    |6.00».  ^and    aeeaylng    O.I»S 
line,  was  caat  at  the  Oovernment  aaaay 
offlce.  at  Berkervllle,  Cariboo. 

•The  gold  forming  thU  bar  was  pro- 
dueed  solely  from  the  YletorU  mine  on 
LlghtBlng  Creek,  and  waa  a  portion  of 
dividend*  declared  on  the  intereat  of 
the  late  ThAa.  Patullo  In  that  wonderful 
Kold  producer.  Thla  bar  was  aubae- 
ciuently  ahown  by  the  owner  at  the  Cen- 
tennial Kzpoaitlon.  aa  an  exhibit  from 
the  Frovincse  of  Brltlsb  Columbia. 
Thougb  small  In  comparison  with  other 
bars,  shown  by  Montana  and  Idaho,  It 
attraoted  considerable  attention. 

'WM  a  mould  of  greater  capacity 
bean  available,  no  difficulty  would  have 
baan  experienced  In  securing  ^aterlal 
for  a  far  heavier  bar,  aa  the  Victoria 
was  at  that  time  turning  out  more  than 
1,000  ounces  of  gold  a  week." 

In  this  connection,  It  may  be  men- 
tioned that  In  June,  1I9S.  The  B.  C. 
Milling  Record  published  an  article  by 
Mlas  Rosalind  Watson.  M.  A..  Jiow  Mra. 
11.  B.  Toung,  wife  of  Dr.  Young.  Vio- 
torla.  on  "The  areat  Cariboo  Road,"  in 
whldh  the  following  paragraph  waa  In- 
cluded: 

"At  Stanley  the  traveller  la  on  hia- 
tori«  ground,  and  during  the  'atxtles 
mors  than  $10,000,000  waa  produced 
from  about  three  mllea  of  Lightning 
Creek  and  He  Immediate  tributaries.  A 
'  yoonc  man  who  was  born  in  the  camp 
remembers  seeing  liS  pounds  of  gold 
washed  up  for  one  day's  run  on  the  old 
-  Victoria  claim.  The  mlnea  were  mostly 
'deep  Wgglngs,'  but  sluicing  was  carried 
on.-^     ■ 

CoH<lBulng  the  story  the  contributor 
of  t|l»t  descriptive  article  wrote:  "Four- 
teen -miles  from  Stanley  end  at  the  end 
of  the  Cariboo  Road  Is  Barkervllle,  on 
WUltams  Creek,  or  'The  Creek,'  four 
days  by  stage  from  the  railway,  and 
named  from  one  Barker,  who  waa  one 
of  (ha  original  partlee  to  discover  the 
rrecAc  and  locate  a  claim.  The  old  shaft 
deseanding  to  the  gravel  which  Barker 
andlills  associates  so  protltably  worked 
still  opens  Into  the  ground  near  the 
blacksmith  shop  and  Is  pointed  out  to 
the  curious.  Dutch  William  who  dls- 
i'overed  gold  in  the  canyon,  and  whose 
iiama^was  given  to  the  creek,  got  about 
the  pAorest  claim  of  the  lot,  and.  It  is 
Maid,  got  no  more  than  f 7.000  from  hin 
claim.  Others,  however,  w'cro  fabu- 
lously rich,  and  the  old  Cameron  claim 
la  said  to  have  paid  the  share  owners 
upwards  of  ♦  1, 000.000.  'Cariboo'  Cam- 
eron, whom  all  old-timers  will  remem- 
ber, had  about  $400,000  of  the  amount 
paid,  to  his  share — though  some  people 
Hay  the  amount  was  $210.000 — and  he 
ihrried  the  'dust"  down  the  Cariboo 
road  on  pack  mules,  Jfthn  Brown,  the 
(Jold '<-ommlsMloner  of  Cariboo,  helping 
lilm  pack  It  ii|>.  Poor  old  Cameron!  He 
took  the  gold  to  the  east,  lost  it  In  un- 
wise Hpeculatlons,  came  back  to  Bar- 
kerwUla,  died  In  povdTty.  altd  nbw  lies 
liiirled  on  the  hillside  in  the  oemetery,  itot 
a  stone's  throw  from  the  place  where  ha 
Kuined  his  great  wealth.  Fabulously 
rich  claims  were  discovered,  worked  out 
r.nd  libandoned,  shooting  across  the  sky 
of  t%e  mining  world  like  golden  meteors, 
and  their  Importance  dying  out  with  the 
fact  that  they  were  worked  or  drifted 
out. 

"The  town  of  Barkervllle  was  once 
the  residence  of  upward  of  10,000  people, 
iind  iltill  has  a  residency  of  from  800  to 
1,000.  Oeneral  stores,  hotels,  restaur- 
ants, blacksmith  shops,  etc..  do  busi- 
ness with  the  miners,  and  from  waning 
foTtunes  It  Is  again  on  the  rise  to  prom- 
inence as  a  mining  centre.  It  Is  here 
the  Cariboo  Gold  Fields  Concessions  Co. 
will  put  Into  operation  the  largest  hy- 
draulic elevator  In  the  world,  the  pipe 
and  machinery  of  which  company  now 
He  at  Aahcroft  awaiting  transportation, 
and  the  old  unworked  gravel  of  Wil- 
liams Creek  Is  expected  to  turn  out 
again  gold  equal  to  the  $20,000,000  It 
yielded  In  the  sixties."

^ha  meeting  decided  to  hold  the  as- 
sociation's second  annual  field  day  in 
flrat  aid  at  Lstdyamlth  on  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 3$,  the  programme  of  eventa 
comprising  first  aid  contest  for  the  De- 
partment of  Mlnea  Miners'  Silver  Cup 
for  Vancouver  Island  district,  five  men 
a  side.  iM-lzes  gold  and  silver  medals  for 
first  snd  second  prizes;  contest  in  first 
aid  for  tita  Coul^Mn  Canadian  Collieries. 
Ltd.'s  cup,  five  men  teams,  prises  gold 
and  silver  medals,  presented  by  the  St 
John  Ambulance  Association. 

There  will  be  other  contests  In  first- 
aid  by  two-men  teams  and  Individuals, 
and  demonstrations  of  the  Draeger  and 
other  self-contained  breathing  appara- 
tus for  five  men  teama.  for  which  gold 
and  ailver  medala  will  be  awarded  aa 
first  and  second  prizes.  In  connection 
with  the  breathing  apparatus  contests 
an  effort  Is  being  madb  to  have  the  sev- 
eral coal  companies  on  the  Island  joint- 
ly donate  a  shield  for  competition  an- 
nually, the  winners  to  have  their  names 
inscribed  on  the  shield  year  by  year. 

All  teams  Intending  entering,  for  the 
several  events  are  ^requested 'to  notify 
W.  H.  Moore,  secretary,'  Box  7M.  Na- 
nalmo.

It  will  be  observed  that  In  the  fore- 
going mention  is  made  of  demonstra- 
tions of  the  use  of  the  Draeger  appara- 
tus as  well  as  of  first  aid  contests. 
The  Draeger  and  other  oxygen-breath- 
ing apparatus  is  for  use  in  mine  rescue 
work,  and  in  this  connection  it  Is  per- 
missible to  point  out  that  British  Co- 
lumbia led  among  the  provinces  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  in  nmking  regula- 
tions requiring  the  provision  of  such 
apparatus  for  the  protection  of  coal 
miners.  In  a  report  on  'Mine  Rescue 
Work  In  Canada."  published  by  the  Can- 
ada Commission  of  Conservation  nearly 
five  years  ago.   it  ^as  stated   that: 

"In  Canada,  as  regulation  of  mines 
Is  a  function  of  each  province,  the  Fed- 
eral Government  has  no  authority  to  re- 
quire operators  In  the  several  coal  min- 
ing provinces  to  make  provision  for 
mine  rescue  apparatus.  Of  the  coal  pro- 
ducing provinces.  British  Columbia  is 
the  only  one  that  requires  rescue  appar- 
atus  to  be  kept  at  coal  mines." 

It  was  stated  in  that  report  further 
that  "the  Western  Fuel  Company.  Na- 
palmo.  Vancouver  Island,  erected  the 
first  mine  rescue  station  in  the  Province. 
It  was  opened  in  th«  Autumn  of  1910, 
and,  since  that  time,  62  employees  of 
the  company  have  taken  a  course  of 
training  In  It  and  have  been  awarded 
certificates  of  competency.  These  em- 
ployees have  been  formed  Into  twelve 
corps."  In  1911  the  Coal  Mines  Regu- 
lation Act  of  the  Province  was  amended 
by  the  addition  of  provision  for  the 
establishment  "by  the  owner,  agent  or 
manager  of  every  colliery  such  number 
of  oxygen  helmets  or  some  form  of 
mine'  rescue  apparatus  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Minister  of  Mines." 

C()mment  made  at  the  end  of  1912  In 
the  report  of  the  Cofiservailon  Commis- 
sion was  as  follows:  "Although  this 
act  has  been  in  force  only  a  little  more 
than  a  yeai',  the  mine  operators,  as  w«>ll 
as  the  Provincial  Government,  are  doing 
all  In  their  power  to^  lessen  the  number 
of  fatalities  incident  to  mine  explosions 
and  mine  fires  In  so  far  as  this  can  be 
accomplished  by  trained  men  equipped 
with  suitable  breathing  apparatus.  The 
Government  of  British  Columbia  has 
secured  sites  for  rescue  Matlona  at 
Fernle,  in  the  Crow's  Nest  district,  and 
at  Nanalmo,  Vancouver,  Island.  Ten- 
ders have  been  called  for  the  erection 
of  the  buildings,  and  they  will  be  com- 
pleted at  an  early  date." 

A  list  of  the  mine-rescue  apparatus 
owned  by  the  Provlnalal  Oovernment 
followed,  and  Its  <ysTrlbutlon  among 
various  collieries  was  shown.  The  re- 
port continued:  "This  apparaitus  Is  sup- 
plementary to  the  equipment  of  the  coal 
companies,  and  at  present  la,  taken  care 
of  by  the  Western  Fuel  Company.  Na- 
nalmo; the  Canadian  Collieries  (Duns- 
mulr)  Limited,  at  Cumberland;  the 
Hosmer  Mines,  Ltd.,  at  Hosmer,  Crow's 
Nest:  and  the  Nicola  Valley  Coal  and 
Coke  Co.,  Ltd.,  Mlddlesboro."  These 
several  companies  also  had  their  own 
apparatus,  as,  too,  had  the  V&ncouver- 
Nanalmo  Coal  Mining  Co.,  near  Nanal- 
mo; the  Pacific  Coast  Coal  Mines.  Ltd., 
South  Wellington;  the  Canadian  Collier- 
ies (Dunsmuir)  Limited.  Itetension;  the 
Inland  Coal  and  Coke  Co..  and  the  Dia- 
mond Vale  Collieries,  Ltd.,  Merrltt.  Ni- 
cola Valley :  the  Columbia  Coal  and 
Coke  Co.,  Coalmont;  the  Princeton  Coal 
and  lAnd  Co..  Princeton,  Simllkameen, 
and  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal  Com- 
pany at  Coal  Creek  and  Michel,  respec- 
tively, 

Maay  Van  Take  Mlaa  »aaa—  Tialataff 
During  the  Intervening  yeafs,  between 
1912  and  t917,  much  progress  has  been 
made,  both  in -providing  modern  self- 
contained  breathing  and  other  mine  res- 
cue apparatua.  and  in  training  men  in 
Its  nae.  Thoask  Intereated  may  find  par- 
ticulars in  the  last  official  report  printed 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Minister  of 
Mines  for  191$.  pp  3M-39«.  and  earlier 
reports.  Including  lists  of  names  of  359 
men  to  whom  certificates  of  competency 
In  mine  rescue  work  had  been  granted 
by  the  Provincial  I>epartment  of  Mines, 
a  list  showing  the  distribution  of  84 
sets  of  mine  rescue  apparatus  and  20 
resuscitating  devices  at  various  coal 
minea  in  the  Province,  and  of  21  sets 
of  mine  rescue  apparatun  and  21  resus- 
riutlng  devices  at  metalliferous  mines, 
these  latter  Including  mlnea  of  the 
Britannia  Mining  and  Smelting  Co..  on 
Howe  Sound;  the  British  Columbia  Cop- 
per Co.  (now  the  Canada  Copper  Cor- 
poration) near  Greenwood,  and  on  Cop- 
per  MounUln;  the  Consolidated  Mining 
and  Smelting  Co..  at  Atatsworth.  Klm- 
berley.  Nelson  and  Rossland;  the  Gran- 
by  Mining.  Smelting  a^  Power  Co:,  at 
Phoenix  and  Anyox:  the  Montana  Con- 
tinental Development  Co.  (now  the 
Ttocher  Deboule  Copper  Co.)  near  Haxel- 
ton.  and  the  Standard  Silver-Lead  Co..

Itirsd  has  rsoalvad  asaeh  nMaw  attcntloa 
at  mines  in  BHtish  Colombia  In  recent 
years  than  it  did  prior  tu  four  or  five 
years  ago.  ChlaT  among  those  to  whom 
eredtt  is  das  for  the  ooastderable  in- 
oraasa  in  Ula  direction  is  due  is  Mr. 
Thoa.  Graham,  who  was  already  active 
In  the  work  when  lie  was  general  ao- 
perlntendent  for  the  Western  Fuel  Com- 
pany, Nanalmo.  prior  to  his  takiag  of- 
flca  as  Chief  Inspector  of  Mines  for 
British  Columbia  on  Janui^y  1.  ItlS. 
For  several  years  afUr  be  had  assumed 
that  offl«e  he  received  the  hearty  sup- 
port of  th*  lata  Sir  Richard  McBHde. 
who,  as  Minuter  of  Mines,  sanctioned 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  mine  Inspec- 
tion department,  and  adopted  various 
recommendations  made  by  his  Chief  In- 
spector, who  not  only  enlarged  the  first- 
aid  and  mine  rescue  training  work 
among  coal  mlnera.  but  aa  well  stirred 
up  Interest  among  many  metal  miners, 
and  this  notwlthatandlng  the  parslstent 
seeming  indifference  of  the  Provlnelal 
Bureau  of  Mines  to  the  necessity  and 
value  of  such  work.  In  May.  1914,  Mr. 
Dudley  lychell,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chief  Inspector,  was  apoolnted 
official  Instructor  In  Flrat  Aid  woVk,  and 
he  commenced  hla  dutlea  by  attending  a 
general  meeting  held  at  Nelaon  on  May 
28  of  that  year  by  the  Weatern  Branch 
of  The  Canadian  Mining  Institute, 
where  he  met  a  number  of  district 
metalliferous  mine  managers  and  placed 
before  them  the  proposed  policy  of  the 
Department  of  Mines  In  connection  with 
the  work  of  organising  First  Aid  centres 
and  of  training  persons  In  the  use  of 
mine  rescue  apparatus  In  the  metallifer- 
ous mines  of  the  Province. 

CoUlsry  9octora  Oayo  Instmettoa 

Harking  back  to  Mr.  Thos.  Graham's 
first  year  In  office  as  Chief  Inspector 
of  Mines,  the  following  excerpt  Is  made 
from  his  official  report  for  that  year, 
which  was  printed  In  the  Annual  Report 
,of  the  Minister  of  Mines.  1912:  "Pre- 
vious to  1912.  instruction  In  Ambulance 
and  First  Aid  work  was  carried  on  at 
most  of  the  collieries  of  the  Province, 
through  the  colliery  doctors,  chiefly  to 
enable  applicants  to  qualify  under  the 
provisions  of  that  act.  but  with  no 
fixed  standard  of  remuneration  for  ef- 
ficiency. It  Is  therefore  pleasing  to 
note  that  th^  St.  John  Ambulance  As- 
sociation has  established  centres  In 
most  of  the  o<m\  mining  oommunlties, 
Vnd  from  "now  on  there  will  be  a  fixed 
standard  of  examination  and  unlfornilty 
of  training  throughout  the  Province. 
With  the  aid  of  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Association.  I  hope  to  see  much 
rivalry  in  the  various  mining  centres  in 
the  coming  year. 

A  neaaaat  BTealnr  at  Mtddleaboxo 

"While  on  offloial  business  at  Mer- 
ritt  during  the  month  of  March,  1912, 
I  received  an  Invitation  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  Nicola  Valley  Mutual 
Improvement  Association.  The  mem- 
bera  of  that  organization  were  em- 
ployeea  of  the  Nicola  Valley  Coal  and 
Coke  Company.  Mlddlesboro.  and  they 
held  weekly  meetings  in  their  club  room 
at  Mlddleboro.  j\.  very  pleasant  evening 
was  spent  In  the  reading  and  discussion 
of  a  paper  entitled  'Mine  Accidents  and 
How  to  Prevent  Them' ;  general  Interest 
was  evinced  In  this  paper,  the  discus- 
sion ot  which  brought  out  much  that 
was  helpful  to  students  of  the  subject. 
I  was  Informed  that  the  Interest  was  well 
sustained  during  the  Winter,  the  aver- 
age attendance  at  the  meetings  being 
thirty  members. 

"A  similar  association  has  been  form- 
ed at  Nanalmo,  and  Is  meeting  with 
much  success.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that 
more  of  these  associations  will  be  form- 
ed In  other  mining  communities,  not 
only  for  the  edticational  advantages' t(y 
be  obtained  by  participation  In  these  dis- 
cussions, but  for  the  quickening  of  the 
powers  of  observation,  revealing  to  the 
acute  eye  many  of  the  conditions  and 
■phenomena  within  the  mine,  the  details 
of  which  escape  the  notice  of  &  large 
majority  of  those  employed  In  the  min- 
ing Industry." 

The  1914  Annual  Report  of  the  Minis- 
ter of  Mines  gives  Information  of  pro- 
gress made  at  various  mines. 
Mora  Than  700  Kan  Attended  Ksctnyea 

In  his  report  for  1915,  Mr.  Mlchell 
stated  that:  "During  the  year  more 
than  700  miners  attended  first  aid  lec- 
tures at  the  various  mines  of  the  Pro- 
vince. The  net  results  show  that  301 
men  passed  a  final  examination  In  first 
aid  work,  and  were  awarded  various 
grades  of  certificates  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association.  The  actual 
number  of  men  finishing  the  course  may 
be  placed  at  460."  After  setting  forth 
reasons  for  the  failure  of  the  remainder 
to  complete  the  course,  and  stating  that 
in  addition  to  those  shown  In  a  table 
accompanying  the  report,  classes  were 
taught  at  the  Corbln  coal  mine.  Crowa- 
fVest  district;  the  Sullivan  mine,  Klm- 
berley.  and  the  Mother  Lode.  Green- 
wood, and  giving  other  Information,  Mr. 
Mlchell  added:  "AH  the  classes  were 
taught  and  examined  by  duly  qualtfled 
medical  practitioners,  and  were  con- 
ducted In  accordance  with  the  prescrib- 
ed rules  of  the  St.  John  Amb\ilance  As- 
sociation. At  the  Le  Rot  mine,  Hoss- 
land,  a  very  systematic  method  of 
training  was  adopted.  The  afternoon 
shift  was  divided  Into  three  sections; 
each  section  reported  at  the  mine  once 
a  week,  one  hour  before  the  shift  com- 
menced, and  received  practical  Instruc- 
tion by  a  First  Aid  man  In  the  work  of 
bandaging,  etc.  There  has  also  been 
established  at  this  mine  a  safety  de- 
partment, a  safety  committee,^  and  a 
safety  engineer,  whose  duties  are  the 
eyatamatio  Inspection  of  the  mine  and 
headworks.  with  regard  to  safety,  en- 
couragement of  First  Aid  instruction, 
and  'safety  first*  teachings  in  general."

Mr.  Mlchell  reported  further:  "In  or- 
der to  encourage  the  First  Aid  and  Safe- 
ty First  movement  there  were  held  dur- 
ing 1915  seven  dlfTerent  competitions 
and  demonstrations,  namely  at  Femie, 
Michel,  and  Coal  Creek  mines  of  the 
Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal  Company;  at 
I^dysiftlth.  ICxtension.  and  Bevan  mines 
of  the  Canadian  Ooltlerlea  (Dunsmuir), 
Limited:  ct  Rossland;  and  at  Nanalmo. 

"At  Famie,  on  July  1.  a  competition 
open  for  the  Fernle.  Michel  and  Coal 
Creek  employees  of  the  Crow's  Nest 
Pass  Coal  Company  was  arranged  by 
Oeneral  Manager  W.  R.  Wilson  and  a 
Joint  committee.  In  this  competition 
flfty-flve  men  and  ten  boys  took  part, 
there  havlnr  been  eleven  teama  of  men 
and  two  of  boya,  repreaentlng  the  dif- 
ferent eolllerlea  as     follows:       Michel.

"At  Bavan,  on  July  1.  a  competition 
was  held  for  a  ailver  cup  donatad  by 
General  Manager  J.  R.  Loclcard,  of  tha 
Canadian  CoUierlaa  (Dunamuir).  Lim- 
ited. Three  teama  took  part  in  the  com.- 
petition.

'*On  November  13.  at  Ladysmlth,  the 
first  annual  competition  was  held  for 
the  Frost-Cunningham  cup.  donated 
jointly  by  Dr.  Frost,  of  Ladysmlth.  and 
J.  H.  Cunningham,  manager,  Canadian 
Collieries  (Dunsmuir),  Limited.  Fbur 
teams  of  five  men  each  entered  the  com- 
petition. 

"At  Nanalmo,  on  May  24,  at  tha  an- 
niml  Miners'  Picnic  a  First  Aid  contest 
was  embodied  In  the  day's  sports. 

"All  these  competitions  were  well  at- 
tended, and  I  hope  that  during  this  year 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Department 
of  Minea  to  extend  this  woric  Into  a 
larger  field."

In  his  report  for  191>,  printed  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Minister  of  Mines 
for  that  year,  Mr.  Mlchell  sUtes  that: 

"During  the  year  approximately  439 
mining  employees  attended  a  course  of 
lectures  on  First  Aid  work  given  by  the 
various  mine  doctors.  The  total  num- 
ber passing  final  examinations  and  who 
were  awarded  certificates  of  various 
grades  issued  by  the  St.  John's  Ambu- 
lance Association  Is  placed  at  137." 
(.Vote — It  is  probable  that  not  one-half 
of  those  who  attended  the  classes  of 
Instruction  presented,  themselvies  for 
final  examination. — E.  J.) 

The  total  number  of  mlnera  trained  In 
first  aid  who  have  up  to  this  date  passed 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  ex- 
amination  is  773. 

Following  a  table  giving  details  of 
classes  and  examinations,  Mr.  Mlchell's 
report  continued:  ".\rrangements  have 
also  been  made  for  classes  at  Hedley 
and  Copper  Mountain.  Simllkameen. 
With  the  close  of  this  year  first-aid 
classes  have  been  organized  at  all  of 
the  larger  coal  and  metal  mines  of  the 
I'rovlnce.  The  movement  has  been 
placed  before  practically  every  mine 
operator,  both  coal  and  metalliferous, 
and  his  co-operation  respectfully  sol- 
icited. 

"In  order  to  encourage  the  First  Aid 
training  among  the  miners,  competitions 
were  held  as  follows:  At  Nanalmo.

It  would  seem  as  if  the  distribution 
department  of  the  Mines  Branch  of  tha 
Canada  Department  of  Mines,  Ottawa, 
would  be  the  better  for  a  little  shaking 
up.  The  statistician  of  the  Mines 
Branch,  Mr.  Joflin  McLelsh,  with  cus- 
tomary promptitude  prepared  his  an- 
nual "Preliminary  Report  of  the  Min- 
eral Production  of  Canada,"  the  report 
now  under  notice,  dealing  with  the 
production  during  the  calendar  year 
1916.  As  usual,  the  report  was  printed 
and  was  made  public  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Canadian  Mining  Insti- 
tute, opened  this  year  on  March  7. 
Five  days  later  a  few  printed  copies 
of  the  report  were  received  in  Victoria. 
Yet  It  was  not  until  August  28.  five  and 
a  half  months  afterward,  that  copies 
sent  out  by  the  distribution  department 
were  received  here.  The  "Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Minister  of  Mines"  for 
British  Columbia,  for  1918.  was  not  re- 
leased for  distribution  until  July  14, 
which  In  all  conscience  was  late  enough, 
but  that  Is  m.  publication  of  660  pages 
with  well  finished  Illustrations.  When, 
though,  it  comes  to  delaying  general 
distribution  of  a  28-page  pamphlet  of 
so  much  public  Interest  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  it  has  taken  nearly  six 
months  for  It  to  reach  the  greater 
number  to  whom  It  Is  sent  In  this 
Province,  there  certainly  does  seem  to 
be  room  for  a  speeding  up  of  the  offi- 
cials or  clerks  responsible  for  su(^ 
leisurely  procedure.

"During  the  year  1>1<  the  dllfaront 
locale  throughout  lAie  district  started  a 
campaign  for  tba  baak-to-baak  pro- 
Tlalon  in  tha  aight-hour  clause  of  tha 
Metalliferous  Mines  Act.  aad  while 
aeveral  mamltara  of  the  Provincial 
Lagislatura  are  pledged  to  give  their 
aupport.  atlll  wa  muat  not  raat  ooatant- 
ad  until  tha  amendment  la  paaaad  and 
onforeed.  Tha  Oovarnmant  upon  aav- 
oral  occasions  intimated  their  intention 
of  amending  the  entire  act.  and  while 
there  are  many  things  that  can  well 
be  Included  In  an  amended  act.  auch 
aa  prevention  of  duat.  protection  ot 
employaea  from  contact  with  trolley 
llnea,  improved  mothoda  connected 
with  mine  inspection  as  well  aa .  the 
bank-to-bank  .dausa^  wa  must  not 
overlook  some  clauses  in  tha  preaant  act 
that  should  be  retained,  such  as  the 
clauae  prohibiting  tha  employroant  of 
Orientals  In  metal  mlnea.

"During  my  visits  to  the  dilTaireni 
canH>s  throughout  our  .jurisdiction  I 
have  noticed  a  lack  of  adequate  sani- 
tary conditions,  aapfeclally  In  connection 
with  the  bunkhouse.  Mvich  of  t^e  sick- 
ness and  ill-health  that  seems  associ- 
ated with  the  mining  industry  can.  in 
my  opinion,  be  attributed  to  this  seem- 
ing Indifference  to  proper  sanitation. 
Many  of  the  so-called  bunkhouses  could 
as  well  be  termed  "drys,'  and  it  is  not 
an  uncommon  thing  to  find  men  sleep- 
ing and  clothes  drying  within  a  few 
feet  of  them.  Such  a  condition  must 
eventually  undermine  the  most  rugged 
constitution  and  send  many  men  to  the 
scrap  heap  when  they  should  be  in  their 
prime.

"During  the  whole  of  this  time  the 
coal  seams  were  being  explored.

Col.     Raker     waa     promoter     of     the 
Crow's   Neat'  Paaa   Railway  and  of  the 
Crow'a  Neat  Pass  coal  mine.s,  on  which 
enterprise    he    spent   a     great     deal,    of 
time  and  money  and  on  account  of  which 
he  sarleualy  Involved  himself  financial- 
ly before  aucceas  was  achieved.     In  the 
'  Leglalative   Assembly    and    In    the   cam- 
paign previous  to  the  elections  of  1898 
the  land   grant    in    favor   of   the   B.   C. 
■•ulbern  and  the  various  extensions  of 
time  granted   fOr  the  fulfilment  of   the 
terms    of    the    charter    were    prominent 
Issues    and     very     adversely     criticised.

Col.  Baker  waa  .elected 
In  ll98  by  only  a  very  narrow  majority. 
Ito    was    opposed    by    a    onetime    well- 
known  newspaper  man,  whe  waa  engag- 
ed   In    Journaliam    In    Vancouver.    New 
Weatmln^iter  and  In  Cranbrook  at  vari- 
ous times,  Mr.  William  Bailey. 

Tn  1909.  after  he  bad  been  successful 
In  both  enterpalscs — althouxh  the  pro- 
fit to  himself  was  not  very  xreat — Col. 
Baker,  at  the  reauest  of  a  friend,  pre- 
pared a  memorXndum,  which  I  have 
kept  beside  me  as  a  matter  of  histori- 
cal record  ever  since.  I  am  now  giv- 
ing It  verbatim  et  literatim.  Col.  Baker. 
I  may  aay.  did  not  ajrain  present  him- 
self for  election  after  the  election  nf 
1I9I.  hut  went  to  London,  Rnrtland,

"By  agreement  with  the  C.  P.  R.  that 
company  waa  to  pay  th^  ooal  company 
tlO<hOOO  for  the  charter,  which  sum 
wa.  to  form  working  oapltol  for  the 
mlnea.  and  they  were  alM  to  hand  over 
the  coal  landa  attaching  to  the  railway 
land  grant  and  amounting  approximate-

Port  Hardy, 
which  Is  ai"o  known  as  Hardy  Bay,  Is 
an  all  but  land-locked  deep  water  har- 
bor Just  Inr^wouth  from  the  north 
end  of  the  Island  to  be  protected  from 
the  Pacific  storms.  It  presents  natural 
dork  Bites,  needing  no  breakwaters  nor 
jetties.  There  is  ample  water  at  all 
points  and  no  obstacles  to  nevlgatlon. 
Nature  provided  Port  Hardy  fuU-fur- 
niahed  as  a  ready-made  world  port 
twaiting   only   man's   activities.

Its  location  marks  the  centre  of 
the  rich  bituminous  coal  measures  un- 
derlying the  whole  of  the  northern  end 
of  tha  Island,  and  It  Is  the  presen*  and 
future  depot  for  what  Oovernment  ag- 
ricultural experts  call  tha  most  fertile 
farming  landa  of  Western  Canada.  It 
is  also  the  natural  distributing  point 
for  twenty  billion  feet  of  aplendld 
Dotiglaa  fir,  yellow  pine,  cedar  and 
hcmlaok. 

The  mineral  resources  of  the  north 
end  of  Vancouver  Island  have  been  re- 
calving  considerable  attention  of  late 
and  post-bellum  development  will  as- 
suredly lay  before  the  world  the  rich 
capper,  ooal  and  Iron  depoaita  of  that 
vast  area.  Port  Hardy  will  derive  great 
benefits  from  this  industry.  This  and 
other  great  Ipdustriss  to  be  are  tribu- 
tary to  port  Hsrdy.

The 
larger  game  consist  of  black-tailed  deer, 
black  bear,  timber  wolf,  fox,  lynx,  tatak. 
and  other  fur-bearing  animals. 

Port  UMl#y  posseaees  a  good  hotel, 
which  is  at  all  times  erewdcd  to  capa- 
city. General  stores  are  to  be  found  on 
the  Bay  and  every  convenlenoe  awaits 
the  tourist.  It  Is  tha  wish  ot  these  In 
tills  Motion  that  the  Campbell  Klver 
highway  be  continued  north,  so  those 
•traveling  by  automobile  will  not  be  de- 
prived of  seeing  the  greater  half  of  the

require  a  very  discerning  eye  to  notice 
the  prosperity  prevailing  amon(st  the 
setUers. 

Tha  Indians  »re  all  delivering  their 
flsh  to  the  cannery,  and  It  Is  a  great 
point  that  the  flsh  handled  le  only  some 
few  hours  out  of  the  water,  whilst  their 
condition  Is  perfect,  their  color  end 
flavor  being  superior,  whteh  qualities  go 
to  make  a  good  flnlshed  product. 

The  Spring  salmon  about  the  Nitinat 
Arm  averages  about  25  pounds,  and  tha 
ooboea  put  up  this  season  have  all  been 
of  a  high  grade.  The  chums  abound  In 
tbess  waters,  and  not  having  mere  than 
a  quarter  mile  to  travel  befare  being 
taken  in  the  nets,  their  condition  is  as- 
sured te  be  perfect 

The  eompany  has  in  view  and  con- 
templates conservUic  and  propagating 
the  flsh  industry  by  establishing  a 
hatchery  at  the  most  convenient  known 
grounds,  where  the  different  varieties 
of  flsh  spawn,  eo  as  not  to  deplete  their 
numbers  in  time  to  come,  but  rather  to 
Increase  the  output. 

This  Is  the  first  eompeny  en  the  Wast 
Coast  after  leaving  Victoria,  whence  It 
Is  distant  some  seventy  miles.

De  Val- 
ero, the  half-caste  who  waa  elected  from 
JSast  Clare  not  long  ago.  and  thereby 
became  tha  Idol  of  half  of  Ireland,  said: 
"England  is  In  occupation  of  our  coun- 
try. Until  It  removea  its  troops  Ire- 
land and  ISnglaad  are  In  a  stats  of  war. 
While  we  are  in  a  etata  of  war  Bag- 
land'a  enemita  must  be  Ireland's 
friends."

It  Is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  Sinn 
Fain  leaders  regard  the  United  States 
as  an  enemy  and  will  attack  and  in- 
sult lu  troopa  whenever  they  can  do 
so  with  Impunity.  Not  long  ago  in  the 
Hippodrome  Theatre  in  Dublin  the  com- 
mander of  a  United  States  destroysr 
and  a  brother  officer  stood  at  attention 
while  the  orchestra  played  the  "Star- 
Spangled  JBannlir."  The  audleneo  hiss* 
ed  with  great  heartiness.  "I  didn't 
know  what  to  do,"  said  ths  commander. 
"It  was  the  first  time  I  ever  beard 
that  tune  hissed.  We  tumad  and 
walked  out."  The  Brlttah  National  An- 
them,* of  courae,  waa  hissed,  as  were 
fllma  Jihowiog  JA»   WMt  t^Ht    oaim. 
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at  drill.  In  Dublin  and  other  cities  In 
the  south  of  Ireland,  however,  auoh 
Inoldente  are  taken  as  a  matter  ot 
eouree.  Ireland  is  under  martial  law: 
there  is  a  censorship,  but  leaders  of 
the  Sinn  Fein  make  no  oeccet  of  the 
foot  that  they  will  take  the  (Jret  op- 
portunity to  strike  a  blow  at  Kngland. 
After  an  interview  with  Arthur  Orlfllth 
Mr.  Balderston  said  as  he  was  going 
out,  "I  must  pay  you  the  compliment. 
Mr.  OrUnth,  or  remarking  that  I  think 
the  British  mode  a  great  mistalie  not 
to  shoot  you." 

De  Velera.  In  the  course  of  an  In- 
terview, In  which  he  bitterly  deneuneed 
the  Bnglish,  said  that  he  had  been  re- 
leased by  the  British  Oevarnmant  be- 
cause it  waa  afraid  to  hold  him.  He 
bad  not  the  allghtest  gratitude  for  the 
death  aentence  bbing  commuted,  though 
his  handa  were  red  with  the  blood  of 
loyal  Brlttah  aeldlers;  and  In  Dublin 
psople  say  that  hs  and  the  others  are 
even  now  busily  plotting  another  revolt.

The  eoapbex  era- 
tors  ef  Nsw  York  City,  about  whom  so 
mueh  haa  been  heard  lately,  are  for  the 
moat  part  agents  of  Sinn  Fein,  authoris- 
ed or  self-appointed.

Uplonism,  however,  appear*  to  bo 
strentthening  too.  the  ranks  helng  re- 
cruited from  former  Nationalist*,  who 
realise  that  their  old  party  Is  done  and 
thst  if  Ireland  Is  to  be  saved  from  re- 
volution there  must  be  a  upifaM  front 
opposed  to  the  Sinn  Felner*.  It  l«  this 
faet  that  give*  riae  to  feeling*  of  hope- 
fuinaas  oonoeming  the  conference  new 
sitting  in  9slfa«t.

One  of  the  fineat  speeches  in  the  immor- 
Ul  pUys  of  Shakespeare,  the  poet  pot 
into  the  mouth  of  Brutus  when,  "ter  the 
asaaasination  of  Ckesar,  the  conspirator* 
were  pledging  themselves  to  carry  on  their 
work  of  freeing  Rome  from  a  dominion  ol 
tyranny.  Casshia  had  insisted  that  aU 
swear  fidelity,  but  Brutus  who,  in  the  no- 
bility of  his  spirit  believed  that  they  were 
all  of  the  same  single-mindedness  as  him- 
self, rebuked  Cassius.  They  should  not

Can  any  one  of  us  with  a 
drop  of  British  blood,  a  spark  of  patriot- 
ism dare  to  "break  the  smallest  particle, <*i 
any  promise  that  hath  passed  from  him 
in  relation  to  the  carrying  out  of  that 
pledge?    And  by  any  one  of  us  we  do  not 
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mean  only  the  hundred  thousand  that  must 
rally  to  the  colors  to  keep  the  ranks  of 
Canadians  filled;  but  we  mean  those  of  us 
at  home,  who  cannot  fight  in  the  battle- 
line.     If  we  would  be  worthy  our   birth- 
right, if  we  naake  any  claim  to  the  noble 
heriuge  that  has  fallen  to  us  as  British 
born,  then  for  the  sake  of  our  country,  for 
the  sake  of  our  coi^ntrymen,  for  the  sake 
of  God  in  Whose  Name  we  fight  today,  let 
us  lay  aside  all  thought  of   self,   sink   all 
personal  ambition,  all  desire  for  the  ease 
and  pleasure  of  the  moment,  and  unite  to 
help  to  win  the'war.

Why  is  it?  Why  has  Great  Britain  risen 
to  aoch  a  mighty  place  among  the  nations? 
The  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  While  no 
individual  is  perfect  and  the  nation  cannot 
be  greater  than  its  units,  so  long  a*  the 
ideals  are  pure,  so  long  as  they  are  kept 
in  mind  as  the  end  and  aim  of  all  attain- 

•  ing,  that  nation  must  advance,  nothing 
can  atop  it,  its  advance  means  the  advance 
of  the  Right.  True,  we  have  made  mis- 
takes, but  we  are  ready  to  acknowledge 
thoae  mistakes,  we  regret  them,  but  have 
profited  by  them.  Today  Great  Britain  is 
making  the  strongest  fight  for  Right  she 
has  ever  made.  She  ha*  thrown  her  whole 
strength  into  the  struggle,  not  for  the  ex- 
tension of  her  dominion,  but  for  the  ex- 
tension of  Liberty,  and  because  we,  « 
Canada,  are  British,  we  have  allied  our- 
selves with  her,  taken  her  cause  as  our 
cause,  and  agreed  to  see  this  war  through 

•  to  the  end.  We  have  done  this,  not  be- 
cause she  is  our  mother-country,  not  be- 
oatt*e  we  are  afraid  to  do  otherwise,  but 
for  the  reaaon  that  her  canae  is  ao  c**en- 
tially  Juat,  *o  essentially  a  stand  for  free- 
dom, tnat  we,  of  all  Britons,  could  not  have 
acted  otherwise. 

We  are  carrying  on  today  the  same  cause 
to  which  voluntarily  our  ancestors  pledged 
themaetves  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
yeara  ago.  Allegiance  to  the  mother-coun- 
try is  not  q»iite  the  same  thing  as  it  was 
in  the  days  when  they  sacrificed  their  all 
that  ^cy  might  continue  to  serve  their  king 
under  tfceir  own  flag.  England  was  nearer, 
more  intimatt  to  our  great-great-grandpar- 
cnta,  the  United  Empire  Loyalists,  than  she 
is  to  «a  today.

New  Bmnawick 
EFORE  we  enter  upon  the  story 
of  the  founding  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, we  propose  to  give  a 
brief  account  of  the  Indians  who 
lived  there  centuries  before  the  comin»T  of 
the  white  men.  These  Indians  are  known 
under  the  names  of  the  Micmacs  and  the 
'  Malecites,  and  are  fine  representatives  of 
their  race  even  today,  though  civilization 
has  had  a  deteriorathig  effect  upon  them 
physically  as  it  has  upon  all  Indian  tribes 
in  America. 

When   Champlain   first  visited   this^  part 
of  the  world  he  found  much  to  admire  in 
the  character  of  his  savage  friends.     They 
were  clever  and  ingenious,  and  initiated  the 
white  men  into  the  ways  of  making  camp 
life  comfortable.    Their  birch  bark  canoes, 
have   never  been  improved   upon,  and  for 
hundreds  of  years  before  the  French  came 
to  Canada  the  Indians  had  been  using  the 
same  sort  of  snowshoes  for  Winter  travel 
as  are  used  so  extensively  today.    For  how 
long  they  had  tilled  the   soil  and  planted 
their  com   we   shall  never  know,   but  the 
cornfields  at  the  old  Indian  town  of   Me- 
doctic  on  the  banks  of  the   St.  John  had 
been  bearing  many  years  before  the  coming 
of  the  whites.     Hunting  and  fishing  were 
always  their  chief  sources     of     livelihood, 
and  df  this  they  found  more  than  abundance 
along  the  wooded  streams  and  in  the  tim- 
ber lands,  where  moose,  caribou,  red  deer 
and  other  animals  roamed  fn  glorious  free- 
dom.   Among  the  marshes  along  the  coasts, 
waterfowl  were  plentiful,  And  the  rivers,  un- 
disturbed in  those  days  by  the  noise  and 
confusion    of    steam    vessels^ or    sawmills, 
teemed  with  Ush.    In  the  Summer  weather 
New  England,  or  Acadie,  as  it   was  th«n 
termed  in  common   with  Nova  Scotia  and 
I  Cape  Breton,  was  indeed  a  happy  hunting 
ground  for  the  red  men,  but  the   Winter, 
"the  cold  and  cruel  Winter,"  told  a  differ- 
ent story.    For  the  Indians  have  never  been 
thrifty.     They  live  entirely  in  the  present, 
and  in  those  old  days,  we  find  them  follow- 
ing very  much  the  epicurean  mandate,  "«»*. 
dnnk  and  be  merry  for  tomorrow  ve  die." 
Through  the  rigorous  Winter  many  of  them 
did   die,   from  hanger   and  starvation   and 
sickness,  and  it  is  probably  on  this  account 
that  the  Indian  population  of  Acadie  was 
so  small.    For  although  they  had  been  liv- 
ing in  that  country  for  so  many  centuries, 
there  were  only  something  over  a  thousand 
of  them  when  Biard  made  his  estimate  in 
161 1. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  history  of  Acadie 
the  Indians  play  a  large  part,  and  though 
there  have  come  down  to  us  many  tales 
of  their  treachery  and  barbarity,  we  have 
ptcatT  of  stories  which  tell  of  their  staunch 
friendahip  to  the  white  men.  The^  never 
forgot  a  favor  or  an  injury,  and  while  they 
were  nndoobtcdly  crael  to  their  enemies, 
we  And  evideace  6f  their  unfailing  loyalty 
to  tiMir  l^leod*.  It  is  well  to  remember 
that  fhoffa  ia  oo  instance  recorded  where  an 
li^ary'waa  dooe  to  the  person  of  a  ftatale 
caplAva.  To  dM  writer  s  own  knowledge 
a  yOWV  KagUthwooaaa  was  taken  prisoner 
br  ibtMi  from  one  of  the  icttlemcnts  on  the 
9L  John  tarlv  ia  the  eighteenth  century. 
She  was  held  ca|»tive  for  many  montk*. 
while  her  father  aad  her  lover,  a  yowig 
Ftench  oCear  acaiclMd  everywhere  for 
kar.    At  iMt  the  tettar  loood  bar.  and  the 


demu/  tTiey  had  no^  harmed  her  in  an/ 
.way,  but  had  treated  her  with  cottaideratioo 
and  kindness. 

Both  the  Micmacs  and  the  Malecites 
stood  in  deepest  awe  of  the  Mohawk.  Thes« 
latter  were  very  fierce,  and  coosuntty  at 
war.  and  had  the  repdtation  of  txt»\mg 
their  priaoner*  with  onparalleled  cruelty. 
Even  their  name  was  enough  to  cause  con- 
sternation among  the  more  peaceful  tribe* 
in  Acadie.  The  Iro<taoi*  Nation  to  which 
they  belonged  is  fanuMU  in  early  Canadian 
annals,  and  in  the  American  Revolutionary 
War  their  co-operation  wis  eagerly  sought 
by  both  *ide*-  They  gave  their  aid  almost 
entirely  to  the  En^ish.  There  are  many 
legends  which  tell  of  the  Micmacs  and 
Malecites  encounters  with  these  implac- 
able foe*.  We  shall  relate  one  of  them 
here.  "^ 

It  has  to  do  with  the  famous  Grand  Falls, 
200  miles  above  the  mouth  of  the  St.  ^ohn 
River.    Tourists  to  the  Maritime  Provinces 
will  tell  you  that  a  view  of  the  Falls  alone 
is   worth   a   trip   to   New   Bruns-wpck.   For 
some  distance  above  them  the  river  bed"i« 
narrow,  and  the  current  very  rapid,  when 
it   reaches    the   brink   of   the   precipicie   it 
.makes  a  wild  leap   down  for  more   than 
•eighty  feet  with  a  reverberating  roar  tnat 
can  be  heard  a  long  way  ofL     Its  flying 
spray  makes  countless  rainbows  in  the  sun- 
shine, and  in  the  moonlight  it  is  an  awe- 
When  the  logs 
are   running  m  tne  spring,  as  one  ^^^^' 
puts   it,   "the   voyaging   trunks  pierce   the 
luminous  vapor  like  black  arrows,  or  leap 
far  above  the  foaming  stream,  then  drop 
again  to  grind  and  tangle  in  the  whirlpools 
at  the  base  of  the  canyon."    Down  where 
the  Wells  are,  it  is  always  damp  and  cool 
and    mysterious;    beautiful    ferns    hang   m 
cascades  over  the  sides  of  the  dark  rock^ 
and  above,  from  the  banks  of  the  stream, 
age-old  trees'  look  down.    The  same  trees 
perhaps  that  witnessed  the  fearful  tragedy 
of  which  Grand  Falls  love  to  tell  you. 

It  happened Tong^goTBefore  the  coming 
of  the  white  men.     It  was  the  season  of 
feasting  and  gaiety,  for  the  hunters  had  re- 
turned with  their  furs  and  their  pelts,  and 
there  was  game  in  abundance  to  eat,  and 
good  trading  in  sight.    Huge  fires  had  been 
built  in  the  little  village  of  Medoct€t,  and 
around  them  danced  the  Indian  braves  to 
the  low   singing  of  the  squaws.    Suddenly 
in  the  midst  of  their  revelry  they  heard  the 
sharp  wailing  of  a  wcman  from  the  river. 
She  uttered  only  one  word,  but  that  was 
enough  to  cause  the  wildest  consternation, 
"Mohawk,  Mohawk,"     she     cried,  and  the 
squaws    gathered    their    children    together 
and  fled  within  the  fort.    The  men  sought 
the  river  bank,  and  found  there  a  woman, 
half  dead,  and     half     crazed.     Once   safe 
within  the  fort  she  managed  to  tell  them 
her  terrible  story.    She  was  the  wife  of  one 
of  the  tribe  who  had  not  yet  returned  to 
the    village.      She    and    her    husband    and 
children,    had    been    asleep    in    their    lit- 
tle     encampment      on      the       Madawaska 
River,     when     they     were     awakened     by 
the     cries     of     the     Mohawks,     who     had 
surrounded  them.    There  were  five  hundred 
of   them,   terrible   in  their  war   paint,  and 
their  canoes  lay  on  the  banks.     The  Mal- 
ecite  hunter  and  the  children  were  put  to 
death,   but  they  agreed  to   spare   the   wo- 
man's life  if  she  would  act  as  their  gui^. 
'They  had   come,   thcv   said,   from   the  St. 
Lawrence  waters  to  'Temiscouata  Lake,  and 
wished  to  get  down  to  Medoctec  village  to 
kill  its  inhabitants. 

Sqthe  woman  was  placed  In  the  canoe 
of  itte  chief,  and  the  war  party  proceeded 

Sn  its  way.    There  are  the  Little  Falls  at 
le   mouth   of   the   Madawaska,   and   here, 
the  woman  told  them  a  portage  must  be 
made,   as   the   rapids   were   not   navigable. 
Gratified   at   finding   her   story   true,   they 
once  more  embarked  and  glided  gently  on 
their   way,   reaching  the   placid   waters  of 
the  St.  John  before  very  long.     The  wo- 
man assured  them  that  there  were  no  more 
falls,  and  that  the  pftsage  now  would  be 
very  simple.    Wheredpon  the  canoes  were 
all  lashed  together  in  raft  fashion  and^  al- 
lowed to  drift  with  the  tide.     A  little  while 
and  no  premonition  of  their  danger  came 
to  the  travellers,  as  for  some  miles  abgve 
Grand  Falls  the  waters  are  tranquil.     The 
tired   warriors    slept   in   their   boats,   with 
only  a  watcher  or  two  on  the  alert.    Pres- 
ently one  of  these  thought  he  heard   the 
noise  of  falling  water.     "It  is  only  a  little 
waterfall,"  the  woman  said,  "where  a  river 
nearby  joins  the  great  river."     But  all  at 
once  the  current  quickened,  the  whole  flood 
of  waters  was  preparing  for  the  great  fall. 
The  woman,  before  she  could  be  prevented, 
slipped    from     the     canpe    and    swam   for 
shore.     Suddenly   the   mighty   roar  of  the 
cataract   was   borne   to   the   sleepers,   who 
awoke  and   sprang  in  the    desperation    of 
horror  to  their  paddles.     All  efforts  were 
useless.     In  lessSime  than  it  takes  to  tell 
it    those    five    hundred    Mohawk    warriors 
were  flying  in   the  arms     of     the  raging 
waters    over    the    fearful    precipice,   to    be 
ground  to  pieces  in  the  chaos  of  rock  and 
wave  below.     It  is  from  this  legend  that 
the    Falls   received    their   Indian   name   of 
"Chikunikabik,"     which     means,     "the  de- 
stroyer place."  ." 

An  incident  which  happened  in  the  year 
i860  at  the  same  village  of  Medoctec  which 
figures  in  the  above  legend  is  Vorth  record- 
ing here.  Commissioners  had  been  sent 
by  the  New  Brunswick  Government  to  ar- 
range for  the  settling  of  white  people  on 
these  lands  sacred  to  the  Indians  tor  so 
^any  generations.  The  claim  the  Govern- 
ment made  was  vested  in  the  fart  that  the 
lands  were  in  the  gift  of  the  crown.  Quite 
naturally  the  Indians  could  not  see  the 
point  of  this,  the  land  had  been  theirs  long 
before  the  white  men  came  and  ever  »ince. 
They  did  not  want  to  part  with  it.  The 
commissioners  upon  their  arrival  were  met 
by  the  chief  and  several  other  dignitaries 
sHTayed  in  war-paint  and  feathers.  After 
all  the  formal  salutations  had  been  made, 
the  commissioners  asked  the  chief:  "By 
what  right  or  title  do  yon  hold  these 
lands?" 

No  one  can  match  the  Indian  In  his 
haughty  dignity,  and  jua^  now  the  fine,  old 
chief  stood  proudly  erect,  and  with  fine  elo-

-  made  his  debut  at  Copenhagen  as  soloist 
with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  at  the  age 
of  twenty.

Her  tecli- 
nic  is  wonderful  of  course,  but  despite  the 
fact  that  her  arms  and   hands  are   slight, 
for   she   is  a  very  diminutive   person,   her 
"touch"   fills   the   most   exacting   demands. 
However  what  appeals  to  most  hearers  is 
a   quality    which   is   possessed    by   only    a 
chosen  few,  a  psychic  quality,  a  spiritual 
grasp  of   the   works   she   play*.     So  pro- 
nounced is  this  that  Mr.  Aldirch,  of  The  . 
New  York  Times,  calls  her  "a  musician  by 
the  grace  of  God."     This  young  girl  was 
born  in  Brazil  twenty-one  years  ago.     She 
'made  her  debut  at   the  age  of  nine,  and 
when  she  was  fourteen  the  Brazilian  Gov- 
ernment sent  her  to  Paris  to  conclude  her 
studies  and  paid  all  her  expenses. 

According  to  Mr.  Finck,  writing  in  The 
New  York  Evening  Post,  she  arrived  in 
that  city  on  a  Saturday  morning,  with  the 
intention  of  entering  the  Conservatoire. 
'The  registration  for  examination  closed  at 
three  o^dock  of  that  same  day.  Brazilian 
friends  enabled  her  to  register  at  once,  but 
the  situation  seemed  hopeless.  There  were 
only  twelve  places  to  be  filled  and  J^  can- 
didates had  been  registered.  Her  number 
was  388.  She  won  first  place,  and  the 
judges,  among  whom  were  Debussy.  Faure 
and  Moszkowski,  were  so  delighted  with 
her  playing  of  Schumann's  "Carnival"  that 
they  requested  her  to  repeat  it. 

After  two  years'  study  under  Isidore 
Phillip  she  gamed  the  First  Prize  of  the 
Conservatoire,  and  immediately  filled  en- 
gagements in  Paris,  London.  .Switzerland, 
Germany  and  Italy.  Everywhere  she  was 
received  with  enthusiasm. 


Shortly  after  Joseph  Bonnet  arrived  in 
New  York  last  Winter  he  decided  to  take 
a  ride  on  a  Fifth  Avenue  'bus  and  see  the 
city.    The  French  organist  was  somewhat 
disconcerted  on  mounting  the  'bus  to  have 
a   military   looking  person   come   suddenly 
upon  him,  and  dehberately  aim  what  W»ked 
like   a  bulldog  revolver   at   the  organists 
chest.     Accounts  of  wild  western  hold-upa 
flashed  through  Mr.  Bonnet's  mind.

Instead  of  going  through  his 
victim's  pockets,  however,  the  highwayman 
simply  pointed  impatiently  at  his  mysteri- 
ous weapon.    The  latter,  on  closer  inspec- 
tion, proved  to  be  fitted  with  a  *l  >^  whose 
Krpose     slowly    percolated     through  Mr. 
winet's  perception,  and  with  an  apology 
in   his  best   French— and   a   sigh   of  re».i.f 
which  might  readilv  be  understood  in  any 
language,  be  deposited  a  dime  therein,  aiid 
returned  to  a  cooumplation  of  the  land' 
scape. 

Those  interested  will  be  glad  to  know 
that  Caipiao,  of  whom  we  have  heard  but 
little  recently,  is  safe  in  Bueno*  Ayre»,  He 
threatened  aoiae  time  ago  to  join  the  col- 
ors, but  eiridaatly  has  thought  better  of  it 
The  lulians  seem  to  be  grtting  along  y^xj 
well  without  him,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  he 
could  serve  the  world  ImM  ao  well  .wW»  » 
aword  or  a  aMskct  aa  he  dot*  with  hi* 
voice.

Cannery  Owners  and  Fisher- 
men Bitterly  Resent  Activity 
of  Government  Officials  on 
the  fraser  River, 


BAK  DIBOO,  Cal.,  «ept.  15.— With  a 
tale  of  tha  aaa  that  reads  like  a  chap* 
tor  from  Robinson  Crusoe,  a  United 
States  warship  la  in  this  port  after 
aaveral  montha  of  crulalng  In  aoutham 
watara  and  after  reaeuing  eleven  wo- 
men and  children  that  had  been  mar- 
ooned on  Cllpperton  laland  for  the. 
past  four  years.  Ths  island  la  south 
of  this  port,  660  miles  west  of 
Acapuliso. 

Those  rescuad  are  Senora  Alicia  R. 
T>e  Arnaud,  widow  of  Captain  Ramoa 
Do  Arnaud  of  the  Mexican  army,  and 
membor  of  one  of  tho  raoi^t  prominent 
families  in  Mexico.  Ramon  Do  Arnaud, 
aged  eight;  Alicia  Da  Arnaud,  aged 
alx;  Lydia  Olga  Da  Arnaud,  aged  four; 
TIrsa  Randon,  of  Aoapulco.  Ouado- 
loupe  Cardona,  aged  two  and  a  half 
yaara,  daughtera  of  Tiraa  Randon; 
Franciaco  Irra,  aged  twelve;  AntoQta 
Irra,  aged  Ave;  Altogrscia  Queris, 
maid  to  Benora  Da  Arnaud;  Roaal  Ia 
Nava,  aged  fifteen. 

According  to  tha  report  of  tha  war< 
ship's  captain^  the  original  party  con- 
sisted of  85  men,  women  nnd  children, 
sent  to  Cllpperton  Island  in  1906  by  a 
Ban  Francisco  phosphate  company. 
Oonmaaloattoa  Oeoaoa 

Oommunlcation  with  .the  mainland 
was  fairly  regular  at  flrst,  the  sur- 
vivors report,  but  the  last  supply  ship 
to  reach  the  island  waa  one  that  came 
in  1914,  when  Captain  Do  Arnaud  and 
his  family  returned  from  a  vla,lt  to  tha 
mainland. 

A',  abort  time  afterward  aohooner 
Nokomls  was  wrecked  on  tha  Island,  i 
and  four  men  from  the  wreck  rowed 
to  the  mainland.  They  returned  aboard 
tlTo  cruiser  Cleveland  and  the  wracked 
crew  was  taken  away,  but  the  resi- 
dents of  tha  laland  aaw  no  occasion  to 
gp  at  that  time. 

After  the  departure  of  tha  Cleveland, 
no  other  ship  called  at  the  Island  un- 
til tha  warship  appeared  last  July. 
Provisions  of  the  garrlaon  and  colonists 
had  become  exhsunted,  and  in  a  short 
while  the  inhabitants  were  reduced  to 
tha  neeesalty  of  living  on  the  birds 
and  eggs  and  cocoanuts.  Scurvy  broke 
out  and  tha  colonists  died   rapidly. 

Tho  ravagea  of  acurvy  were  checked 
when  the  few  survivors  took  to  living 
almoat  exolusivsly  on  oocoanuta. 


S.S.  GRAY  WILL  BRING

Oood  catehea 
are  reported  from  the  varloua  statlona 
and  everything  potnta  to  thla  aaaaon 
proving  a  record  one  aa  to  the  number 
of  mammala  captured.  Tha  whale  meat 
la  put  In  cold  storage  at  the  Kildonan 
plant  of  tha  Wallaoe  Flaharles.  Lim- 
ited) aad  from  there  it  is  brought 
down  by  steamer  aa  needed.

Cenaldorable  dlsaatlafaetlon  waa  ex- 
preaaed  at  flteveeton  recently  over  the 
activity  of  tha  Oovernment  officials  In 
mattOra  of  email  Import,  auch  aa  tba 
aelsure  of  a  complete  outfit  because  a 
fow  fathoma  of  extra  net  •wore  being 
uaed.  It  waa  aald  that  If  tha  Oovern- 
ment paid  more  attention  to  the  poach- 
ing going  on  In  Canadian  watara  by 
TTnlted  SUtes  fishermen  their  activity 
would  bo  mora  to  tha  point 
«ba  aoal  Otfeadeis 
^  One  canhery  head  atatad  that  tha 
American  fishermen  w«re  using  ovAr 
800  purse  eeinaa  in  thO  Oulf,  which 
method  of  flahlng  was  not  pe*mlsalbla 
according  to  provincial  law,  and  In 
many  Instanoea  tana  of  thousands  of 
fish  were  taken  In  Canadian  watera  by 
these  seiners.  The  purse  seine  seems 
to  be  a  deadly  contraption,  and  when 
once  a  achool  6f  flah  la  alghted  the 
aelner  may  begin  aafely  lo  count  hia 
ahekela.  There  la  no  eacape  for  the 
flah. 

"A  flaherman  may  unlntentlonslly 
use  a  longer  net  than  is  permissible  by 
law,"  said  the  official,  and  If  caught 
no  loaea  averytning,  ana  iz  xm  ouint 
belongs  to  tha  cannery  tho  raault  ia 
the  same.  What*  control  have  we  over 
these  fishermen  after  they  get  out  of 
our  sight?  Our  equipment  all  con- 
forms to  the  Government  standard. 
Thla  infringement  of  the  law  may  re- 
.ault  In  the  capture  of  a  few  dosei^ 
extra  aalmon — a  mere  bagatelle  com- 
pared with  the  catehea  of  Uie  poach- 
er* Let  the  activity  be  In  evldende 
where  It  will  do  some  good.'*

JO  ALL  SHIPYARDS 


Most  of  Seattle's  Wooden 
Shipbuilding  Plants  Are 
Closed  —  Government  May 
Commandeer  Lumber 


BEATTLK,  Sept.  16.— Tha  committee 
managing  the  strike  of  all  the  wood- 
workers  employed  in  the  Seattle  ahtp- 
yards,  said  to  number  4,000,  Insists 
that  tba  atrlka  can  only  be  ended  by 
action  of  tha  aovernment,  that  will 
establish  the  eight-hour  day  la  the 
lumber  induatry  In  thla  State.  Tha 
shipyards  men  are  on  atrtke '  againat 
handling  ten-hour  lumber,  and  tha 
building  carpenters  of  Seattle  ara  alao 
on  strike  against  sueh  lumber.  Moot 
of  the  wooden  shipyards  of  Soattla  ai« 
olosed  by  tha  strike. 

Chairman  Jay  O.  Brown,  of  tha  gen- 
eral strike  committee,  said  the  com- 
mittee today  held  aaveral  conferencea 
with  amployeee  who  were  willing  to 
sign  agreements  to  stop  tha  use  of  un- 
fair lumber  and  who  asked  the  help  of 
the  committee  in  getting  eight-hour 
lumber.  Several  members  of  tha  eom- 
mlttee  expreased  the  belief  that  the 
Oovernment  In  tha  end  will  ha  forced 
to  commandeer  a  few  of  tho  largeot 
mills  of  the  Puget  Sound,  Oray's  Bar'. 
bor  and  Wlllapa  Harbor  diatricta  In 
order  to  obtain  material  for  ahlp- 
building.

Seattle  labor  organlaatlona  for  waoha

IMPORTANCE  OF  RIGA 


Not  even  tha  createHt  optimlat  can 
fall  to  reallxa  the  aariouanaaa  of  the 
blow  to  Ruaalan  arma  In  the  fall  of 
tha  PaUlo  aaaport  gf  Riga,'  a»ya  a  bul. 
letin  laauad  by  the  National  Qeorraphlc 
tioclety  from  Ita  Waablnston  haadquar« 
tera.     % 

With  an  tmport  and  aaiport  trade  t«> 
tallng  $100,000,000  two  yeara  before  tba 
outbreak  of  the  world  war.  Riga  be- 
came the  third  aeaport  of  the  Ruaalan 
empire  and  the  second  eeaport  In  tha 
Haltlc,  being  aurpaaaed  In  ▼oluma  of 
bualneaa  by  Petrograd. 

The  city  ia  divided  Into  aeveral  aee- 
tiona.  The  old  town  baa  narrow,  wind- 
ing atreeta,  while  the  Petrograd  and 
Moscow  auburba  are  well-built,  modem 
aeotiona.  All  three  of  theae  diviaiona 
of  the  city  are  altuated  on  the  right  or 
eaat  bank  of  the  River  Drina,  while 
the  Mitau  suburb  ia  on  the  left  bank. 
The  two  banks  are  connected  by  a  long 
Hoaxing  bridge,  which  ia  removed  dur- 
ing the  four  montha  of  the  year  whkn 
the  rivar  ia  froaan  OTar.

"Riga  la  altuated  ten  miles  above  the 
mouth  of  the  Dvina.  and  la  363  milea 
by  rail  aouthweat  of  Petrograd.  Vea- 
neln  of  light  draft  reach  the  city  proper 
by  meana  of  a  canal,  but  the  chief  har- 
lior  la  on  the  ahoraa  of  ihe  Baltic. 

"The  importance  of  Riga  aa  a  sea- 
port In  due  in  a  very  large  meaaure  to 
the  fact  that  by  meana  of  the  DvinK 
and  numeroua  oanala  it  ia  connected  by 
water  with  the  baalna  of  the  Volga, 
which  flows  into  the  Caspian,  and  tha 
Dnieper,  which  enters  the  Black  Sea. 
Thus,  Central  and  Weatem  European 
Ruaai*  can  And  an  outlet  into  the  Baltic 
through  this  port.  In  addition  to  the

cheap  water  transportation,  a  railroad 
runa  across  Ruaala  from  Riga  to

"Riga  Is  a  Kr«at  storehouse  for  Rua- 
:beat.  oata  and  hemp.  tiiMfi  it^ma 
which  constitute  a  large  portion  of  the 
city'a  exports,  it  Is  altfo  the  chief  port 
for  the  vaat  timber  producta  of  the 
provlQoe  of  Volhynia.  Flaxaeed,  egga, 
hldea  and  sklna  are  ahipped  from  bare 
in  great  quantltiea.  The  chief  articlea 
of  import  are  machinery,  cotton  goods, 
coal  and  groceries. 

'The  shipping  induatry  did  not  con- 
atitute  Riga'a  aole  activity  before  the 
war,  however.  Ita  manufactured  pro- 
ducta included  machinery,  leather,  rail- 
way ea'ra,  candlea,  tiles  and  glaaa. 
amoiinting  in  value  to  |>0,000,000  an- 
nually. ,  ,. 

"Th^  growth  of  Riga  during  the  last 
thirty-flve  years  has  been  phenomepal. 
In  18S1  its  population  was  169,000;  to- 
day It  hai^  more  than  half  a  million. 
Of  this  number  47  per  cent,  are  Oer- 
mans,  88  per  cent,  are  Letta  and  only 
26  per  cent,  are  Russians.

To  the  aoutb  of  l^aaa  there  la  a  alag- 
heap  overgrown  with  waeda,  called  the 
areen  Craaaler.  It  ia  clearly  TtalMe 
across  the  aooehea  RlT«r  beyond  a 
broken  bridge,  and  I  have  often  aeen  It 
from  tbe  lower  alopea  of  ^Vimy.  It  waa 
the  acene  of  great  fighting  yaaterday, 
for  In  the  morning  the  Canadlana,  who 
are  ahowing  an  tndoroitabla  apirit  after 
ten  daya  of  moat  furloua  attacka  and 
counter-attacka,  launched  an  aaaault 
upon  it  and  aelxed  the  poaltiOB. 

I.ater  In  tbe  day  tha  enemy  came 
back  In  strength,  and  after  violent  ef- 
forta  succeeded  In  thrusting  the  Cana- 
dians off  the  crest  of  this  old  mound 
of  cindera,  though  they  atill  cling  to 
the  weatem  aide.  It  la  another  Inci- 
dent In  the  long  aeries  of  fleroe  and 
bloody  encountera  which  alnce  the  bat- 
tle of  VImy  on  April  0  have  aurrounded 
the  city  of  Lena  and  given  to  Ita  atreeta 
and  suburbs  a  ainlster  bat  historic 
fame. 

Oaaadlaa'a  arasl  Veatts 
'  The  Canadlana  have  fought  here  with 
aatoundlng  raaolution.  They  have 
hurled  themaelvea  againat  fortreaa  po- 
altlons  and  by  *  aheer  courage  have 
smashed  their  way  through  streets  en- 
tangled with  quickset  hedges  of  steel, 
through  houaea  alive  with  machine  gun 
Are,  through  trenches  dug  between  con- 
crete forts,  through  tunnels  under  red 
brick  ruins  aometimea  too  atrong  to  l>e 
touched  by  ahell  Are,  and  through  walla 
loop-holed  for  rifle  Are  and  hiding  ma- 
chine gun  emplacementa  designed  to  en- 
filade the  Canadian  way  of  advance. 

Six  German  divisions  have  attacked 
them  in  turn  and  have  been  ahat tared 
against  them.  Theae  are  the  7th  and 
8th,  the  4th  Guard  Dlvlalon,  the  11th 
Reaerve,  t^e  2>0th  and  the  First  Guard 
Rekerve  Dlvlalon.  In  addition  to  theae 
six  divisions  aome  portiona  at  any  rate 
of  the  18Sth  Dlvlalon  and  of  the  S«th 
Reaerve  Dlvlalon  have  been  engaged. 

The  total  German  atrength  used  at 
Lena  muat  well  exceed  iO  battalions, 
and  the  German  loaaea  may  perhapa  be 
eatlmated  at  between  18,000  and  16,000 
man.  The  Canadlana  themaelvea  have 
been  hard  preaaed  at  tlmea,  but  have 
endured  the  exhauation  of  a  great  atrug- 
gle  with  amlkxlng  atrength  of  aplrit, 
grimly  and  fiercely  reaolved  to  hold 
their  galna  unleaf  overwhelmed  by 
numbera  In  their  advanced  poaitlons, 
aa  it  has  aometimea  happfened  to  them. 
Cttty  of  Blood  aad  Saatt 
But  it  la  no  wonder  that  aome  of  the 
men  whom  I  met  yeatarday  coming  out 
of  that  city  of  blood  and  death  looked 
like  men  who  had  suffered  to  the  last 
limit  of  menUI  and  bodily  reafatanee. 
Their  facea  4^ere  haggard  and  drawn. 
Their  eyea  were  heavy.  Their  akin 
was  as  grey  as  burnt  aab.  Some  of  j 
them  walked 
with  sheer  fatigue, 

had  reached  their  Joumey'a  end  aome 
of  them  aat  under  tha  walla  of  a  min- 
ing: village  with  their  chalky  helmets 
tilted  back,  drugged  by  the  need  of 
sleep  but  too  tired  even  for  that. 

They  were  men  of  the  battalioiia  who 
three  days  ago  came  face  to  face  with 
the  enemy  In  No  Man'a  Land,  a  atretch 
of  barren  cratered  earth  between  St. 
Kmlle  and  the  northern  streets  of  Lens, 
and  fought  him  there  until  many  dead 
lay  atrawn  on  both  aides,  and  their 
ammunition  waa  exhausted.  An  officer 
of  one  of  theae  battaltona  came  out  of 
a  mlnar'a  cottage  to  talk  to  me.  He 
waa  a  very  young  man.  with  a  thin, 
clean-ahaven  face,  which  gave  him  a 
boyish  look.  He  waa  too  weary  to 
stand  straight,  and  too  weary  to  talk 
more  than  a  few  Jerky  worda.  He  lean- 
ed up  againat  the  wall  of  the  miner's 
cottage  and  passed  a  hand  over  his  face 
and  eyea.  and  aaidx  "I'm  darned  tired. 
It  was  a  hell  of  a  fight.  We  fought  to 
a  flnlah,  and  when  we  had  no  more 
bombs  of  our  own,  we  picked  up 
'Heine's'  bombs  and  uaed  thoae." 
Thar  OaU  JOm.  "Halaa" 
"Heine — the  Canadians  call  their  en- 
emy Heine  and  not  Kritx — "waa  at  least 
three  times  a«  atrong  aa  ua,  and  we 
gave  him  hell.  It  waa  hand  to  hand 
flghting — rlflea,  bomba,  bayoneta,  butt 
ends — ady  old  wky  of  killing  a  man — 
and  we  killed  a  lot.  Bat  he  broke  our 
left  flank,  and  thinga  were  bloody  In 
the  centre.  He  had  one  of  ihla  atrong 
polnta  there,  and  awept  ua  with  machine 
guna. 

"My  fellowa  went  atralght  for  it.  and 
a  lot  of  them  got  wlpeA  out.  But  we 
got  on  top  of  It,  and  through  tha  wire, 
and  held  tbe  trench  beyond  until  Heine 
came  down  with  awarma  of  bombera." 
Thia  young  Canadian  officer  waa 
atricken  by  the  loss  of  many  of  his 
men — "the  best  crowd  that  any  fellow 
could  command" — and  ha  had  been 
through  indeacrlbable  thinga  under 
enormoua  ahell  fire,  and  he  had  had  no 
Bleep  for  daya  and  nighta,  and  could 
not  aleep  now  for  thinking  of  things. 
Rut  he  smiled  grimly  once  or  twice 
when  he  reckoned  up  the  enamy'a  loaa- 
ea. 

The  remembrance  of  the  German  dead 
he  had  seen  seemed  like  atrong  wine  to 
hia  aoul.  "We  made  'em  pay,"  waa  hla 
aumming  up  of  the  battle.  Tha  night- 
mare of  It  all  waa  atlll  haary  on  htm. 
and  he  apoke  with  a  quiet  fleroenaea 
about  the  cnemy'a  loaaea  and  the  things 
he  had  endured  in  a  way  which  would 
acare  poor  almpla  aoula  who  think  that 
war  ia  a  fine,  pictureaque  bnalaeaa. 

A  aenior  officer  of  a  battalion  on  the 
flank  of  hia  was  a  different  type  of  man 
^•llke  an  Kngllah  aqnlre  of  tha  old 
atyle,  with  a  fine  amning  light  tn  hla 
eyea.  In  aplte  of  all  he  had  been 
through,  and  with  a  vivid  way  of 
apeech  that  would  not  seme  faat  enough 
to  aay  aplendid  thinga  aboat  hla  man  to 
deacrlbe  the  marrelooa  way  In  which 
they  had  fought  In  frightful  oondltiona: 
to  pralae  first  one  and  then  another  for 
the  thinga  they  had  done,  when  thinga 
w«re   at   their  worat. 

He  had  been  addreaalag  aena  of  the 
aurvlvora  of  thia  battle  when  I  eame  on 
him,  and  I  aaw  them  march  away 
atraightaning  themaelvea  up  bofore  thia 
oMIeer  of  thelra.  and  Fraud  beca— a  ha 
waa  pie— ed  with  them.  Ho  thaakad 
tham  for  oao  thing  above  aU.  aad  that 
wao  for  the  gallaat  war  IP  wMMu  after 
an  their  flahtliig;  thoy  had  •bm  oat 
to  fateh  te  their  dead  and  «•«•••#,  ao 
•hat  sot  ana  wo—dad  •••  lay  oot 
mora  to  die  or  to  bo  takoa 
the  dead  were  broaght 
He  oaM 

thoy   call  hlM.     The 
aalpad  er  aMehtne-gimaod  tho 


wonderful  aa  anything  I  have  heard  In 
thia  war.  And  tha  man  himaelf  waa 
wonderful,  for  he  had  had  ao  aleep  for 
aix  daya  and  nighta,  and  had  auffered 
the  fearful  atrain  of  hla  raaponaibtlity 
for  naany  men'a  Uvea,  yet  now  when  I 
met  him  atralght  from  all  that,  ho  waa 
bright-eyed,  and  hia  mind  waa  aa  dear 
aa  a  bell,  and  the  emotion  that  aurged 
through  him   waa   well   controlled. 

He  deacrlbed  the  thinga  I  have  at- 
tempted to  deacrlbe  before  the  fortified 
atreeta  and  houaea  of  Lens,  wblcll  make 
It  one  great  fortreaa  tynneled  from  end 
to  end  with  exits  Into  concrete  forte 
two  yarda  thick  In  cement  in  the  ruined 
oottagea. 

On  the  morning  of  our  attack  the  en- 
emy waa  expecting  It,  and  within  a 
minute  and  a  half  of  our  barrage  put 
down  hla  own  barrage  with  terrific  In- 
tanalty.  So  there  were  the  Canadians 
between  two  walls  of  high  explosives, 
and  It  waa  between  that  inferno  that 
they  fought  in  the  great  death  atrug- 
gle.  For  the  Canadians  had  already  ad- 
vanced towardii  the  enemy'a  lines,  and 
in  greater  numbers — three  tlmea  as 
sreat — ^he  had  advanced  to  ours,  and 
tbe  two  forces  met  on  the  barren 
atretch  of  earth  croased  by  twisted 
trenches  which  for  a  time  had  been  No 
Man'a  Land. 

While  the  battalion  on  the  left  waa 
heavily  engaged,  fighting  with  rlflea 
and  bomba  until  their  ammunition  gave 
out.  and  then  with  bayonets  and  butt 
ends,  the  batUIIon  on  the  right  waa 
working  southward  and  eastward  to  the 
northern  outskirts  of  Lens.  They  came 
up  at  once  against  the  fortress  houses, 
from  irhioh  machine  guna  an^  rifle  fir* 
poured   out. 

Boar  nglitlBff 
The  Canadian  in  email  parties  tried 
to  surround  these  placee,  but  many 
were  swept  down.  Some  of  them  ruiih- 
ed  close  to  the  walls  of  one  house  which 
waa  a  baatlon  of  the  northern  defence 
of  Lena,  and  were  so  close  that  the 
machine  guna  through  sllta  In  the  walla 
could  not  fire  at  them.  They  even  ea- 
tabllahed  a  poet  behind  It  and  beyond 
it,  quite  isolated  from  the  reat  of  their 
men,  but  dinging  to  their  post  all  day. 
The  enemy  dropped  bombs  upon  them 
through  tbe  loopholes,  and  aandbagged 
windows,  fired  rifle  grenades  at  them, 
and  tried  to  get  machine  guna  at  them, 
but  there  were  alwaya  a  few  men  left 
to  hold  the  poet,  until  at  last,  when  the 
line  withdrew  elsewhere,  they  were  re- 
called. .  ■  ' 
Before  that  night  came  there  were 
great  German  counter-attacks.  Maaaea 
of  men  carrying  nothing  but  atlck 
bombs,  which  they  had  -alung  around 
them  advanced  down  communication 
trenches  and  flung  these  things  at  the 
Canadlana  of  the  left  battalion,  who 
were  flghting  out  in  the  open,  and  in 
another  communication  trench  with  the 
right  battalion. 

BUod  Oaimsa  Oorpaea 
The  enemy  walked  over  the  piled 
oorpaes  of  hla  own  dead  before  he  could 
drive  back  the  Canadlana,  but  by  re- 
peated storming  parties  he  did  at  faat 
force  them  to  give  way  and  retreat  down 
the  trench  to  gain  the  aupport  of  theff 
comradea  of  the  other  battalion  who 
had  not  been  ao  hard  pressed.  These 
came  to  the  reacue,  and  for  a  long  time 
held  the  German  grenadlera  at  bay. 

The  flghting  was  fierce  and  savage  on 
both  aldea.  A  Canadian  major,  with  a 
revolver  In  one  band  and  a  naked 
bayonet  in  the  other,  flung  himself 
among  the  Prussians  and  killed  those 
within  reach  of  hia  fury.  At  one  time 
he  used  the  butt  end  of  a  .  rifle  and 
clubbed  them  about  the  head.  All 
through  the  day  this  officer  was  as- 
tounding in  his  reckless  courage,  and 
there  were  many  young  ofllcera  with 
him  who  fought  to  the  death. 

At  laat,  weakened  by  their  losses  and 
with  falling  etorea  of  ammunition, 
these  two  battallona  were  given  the  or- 
der to  retire  to  a  trench  further  back, 
and  the  aurvivors  of  the  moat  deaperate 
action  in  Canadian  history  withdrew, 
atUl  flghting,  and  established  blocks  in 
tha  communication  trenchea  down  which 
tha  anamy  waa  bombing,  ao  that  they 
eoold  not  paaa  thoae  polnta  to  tha  Una 
upon  which  hare  on  the  north  of  X<ona 
the  Canadlana  had  fallen  baok. 

Southward  there  had  been  no  with- 
drawal, and  other  battallona  had  forced 
thalr  way  forward  a  good  dlatance, 
abutting  up  that  entrance  to  the  city 
and  getting  down  into  the  deep  tunnela 
over  which  there  howled  the  uncMMtng 
flre  of  the  German  heavlea.  Our"  own 
guna  were  hard  at  work,  and  I  have 
already  told  how  the  Prusalana  were 
deatroyed  In  the  aquara  of  Lena  by  18- 
inch   ahella   and    ahrapnel. 

I  could  write  more,  but  1  have  writ- 
ten enough.  The  Canadlana  never  had 
flghting  ao  hard  as  this,  but  the  losses 
they  have  inflicted  upon  the  enemy  have 
made  Lena  a  Prussian  tomb,  po  that  Ua 
tunnela  are  death  vault*-

Theae  peo- 
ple eame  to  Canada  upon  the  dlatlnct 
understanding  that  they  would  be  ex- 
empt from  military  aervlce,  therefore 
under  no  immediate  or  remote  contin- 
gency, can  they  coma  under  the  pro< 
vision*  of  the  MlliUry  Servlc*  Act. 
1917.  To  most  Canadlana  the  vital 
issue  in  the  coming  election  Is  "Win  the 
War."  The  reault  of  the  election  will 
be  decisive  aa  to  how  far  Caiutda  will 
do  her  duty  in  thia  regard.  The  Im- 
medat*  and  continuous  enforcement  of 
the  MlllUry  Service  Act  la  the  founda- 
tion atone  of  that  fulfilment — the  at- 
tendant laauea — the  utiUiatlon  of  every 
rnsouroe — the  care  of  the  returned  aol- 
dler — the  provident  protection  of  de- 
pondenta — and,  kindred  aubjects  of  mili- 
tary neceealty   are   mattera  of  national 


Juatio*.  Taxation  without  repreaenta- 
tron  may  bo  a  hardahlp,  but  it  must  be 
endured  by  those  who  demand  and  re- 
ceive protection,  without  aharlng  the 
reaponalbility  of  the  danger.  It  would 
aeem  that  a  plea  for  justice  for  the 
MAnnonltoa  and  Doukhobora,  where  In- 
juatloa  la  not.  can  but  be  a  bid  for 
future  political  advantage.
